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Gay Rights Bill Introduced

SACRAMENTO - A new 
bill that would codify court 
decisions and existing labor 
law to protect lesbians and 
gay men from job discrimina¬ 
tion has been introduced in 
the Legislature. 

In a news conference at 
the Governor’s Office Feb. 
11, Assemblyman Terry 
Friedman, D-West Holly¬ 
wood, and Laurie McBride, 
executive director for the 
Lobby for Individual Free¬ 
dom and Equality, made it 
clear that the bill, AB 2601, is 
not “Son of AB 101” as it has 
been described. 

“We are taking the gover¬ 
nor at his word,” Friedman 
said. “He told us in his veto of 
AB 101 that we were using 
the wrong statute by includ¬ 
ing sexual orientation under 
the Fair Employment and 
Housing Administration 
codes. He said protections 
were already built in to the 
Labor Codes. Then a month 
later the Court of Appeal, 
with two of the three judges 
Deukmejian appointees, unan¬ 
imously confirmed the gover¬ 
nor’s words in the Saroka 
(Target stores) decision, which 
expanded on the 1979 Gay 
Students vs. Pacific Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph deci¬ 
sion. We feel this is an impor¬ 
tant administrative policy 
measure, which should be 
recognized by the Legisla¬ 
ture.” 

In an earlier interview, 
McBride explained the need 
for the bill. 

“Governors change, courts 
change and labor commission¬ 
ers change. No one needs to 
tell you that government pol¬ 
icy can change. So while the 
administrative policy is now 
working and Labor Commis¬ 
sioner Victoria Bradshaw has 
found for the complainant in 
the first of 30 current sexual 
discrimination cases filed in 
her office, there is no guaran¬ 
tee that the policy will contin¬ 
ue to be enforced after Wil¬ 
son leaves office. With AB 
2601 it is made clear and per-

Frank Meets the Fundies?

After repeated efforts, ac¬ 
cording to the Rev. Raymond 
Kwong of the Bible Baptist 
Church, God has finally inter¬ 
vened and arranged a meet¬ 
ing between Mayor Frank 
Jordan and a delegation of 
fundamentalist Christians. 

That’s news to the Mayor’s 
Office, which said the Feb. 13 
meeting scheduled for 10 a.m. 
in Room 200 at City Hall was 
merely a courtesy from Jor¬ 
dan. 

“The mayor happened to 
pass Pastor Kwong at a meet¬ 
ing and he said that he would 
like to meet with Mayor Jor¬ 
dan. The mayor told him to 
call his confidential secretary 
for an appointment. That’s all 
we know,” said Steve Bloom, 

Jordan’s press secretary. 

According to a letter ob¬ 
tained by the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, Kwong wants far

more than a courtesy call. 

“I think God in his provi¬ 
dence has opened a crack for 
Christians to get back into 
City Hall. We have been shut 
out for too long,” Kwong says 


to local pastors and Christian 
leaders. 

With his foot in that crack, 
Kwong then goes on to tell 
his associates that he wants 
“pro-family, anti-domestic 
partners law type men of God 
and men of integrity to be in 
the meeting.” 

“I hope they are theologi¬ 
cally conservative, since we 
do not need loose canons (sic) 
and opportunists,” the letter 
continues. 

The meeting with Jordan 
was to be hush-hush, Kwong 
said. “Be discreet about 
spreading the word about this 
meeting, lest the liberal min¬ 
isters may organize their own 
meeting to neutralize our ef¬ 
forts.” 

Kwong’s comments drew 
swift response from the Rev. 
Robert Cromey of Trinity 
Episcopal Church. 

“I think this is the devil at

Bootleg 
ddC 
Supply 
Cut Off

Nearly 10,000 people with 
HIV were left in the lurch last 
week as the Food and Drug 
Administration requested that 
AIDS buyers clubs through¬ 
out the nation cease unautho¬ 
rized sales of the experimen¬ 
tal drug dideoycytidine (ddC). 

As the B.A.R. went to 
press, reports were circulating 
that the only possible replace¬ 
ment source, the Hoffmann- 
La Roche company (ddC’s de¬ 
veloper), was considering pro¬ 
viding a legal supply of the 
drug to all those in need. 

The FDA’s investigation 
began after Hoffmann-La 
Roche told the agency in Jan¬ 
uary that the underground 
ddC it examined varied con¬ 
siderably in strength from 
capsule to capsule. 

The FDA concluded that 
the bootlegged ddC posed “an 
unacceptable risk to the pub¬ 
lic health” after its tests con¬ 
firmed a wide range in the 
potency of ddC capsules. 
Some of the capsules con¬ 
tained no ddC at all while 
others had more than twice 
the labeled amount. 

“At a minimum, these find¬ 
ings demonstrate that it is not 
possible to assure the quality 
and safety of these products,” 
the FDA said. 

The FDA test results differ 
from others conducted both 
by the buyers clubs’ source of 
ddC and the clubs them¬ 
selves. This has led some to 
question the accuracy of the 
FDA laboratory. 

Others, meanwhile, are 
pointing to recent changes in 
the encapsulation process as 
the cause of problems. The 
FDA action came just after 
buyers club officials had held 
a national meeting in Florida 
to improve the ddC operation.

Gay Man Charges Bashing 
Didn't End With Attack

After being brutally beaten 
because he is gay, Carlos Cos¬ 
ta said he was repeatedly 
bashed by the police, legal 
and health systems that are 
supposed to help him. 

The trauma began when 
Costa was allegedly attacked 
and beaten nearly to death as 
he exited a Muni train at the 
West Portal station on Dec. 
16, and a rush-hour crowd of 
hundreds looked on. 

“I was being dragged and 
punched in the face. His 
hand was around my neck. 
The next thing I remember I 
was being held against the 
wall, he was strangling me, 
and my feet weren’t touching 
the ground. I kept passing 
out. The next thing I knew I 


was lying on the floor. He 
kicked me over and over in 
the ribs and groin. He 
stomped on my hands and 
my head,” Costa said. 

When the police arrived at 
the scene and took the as¬ 
sailant, Michael Edward 
Evans, into custody, Officer 
Joann Dippold, a white fe¬ 
male, reportedly charged Cos¬ 
ta gruffly, “What’s the story, 
did you grab his crotch?” 

When Costa responded 
that the assailant was crazy, 
Dippold allegedly countered, 
“He doesn’t look crazy. Did 
you grab his crotch?” And 
when Costa said it was not 
true, Dippold reportedly 
replied, “He wouldn’t do it 
for nothing.” 

That night when Costa 
found that there was no arrest 


made and no report of the in¬ 
cident, he reported his bash¬ 
ing at the police station him¬ 
self. 

Sgt. Herman Jones in the 
Hate Crimes Unit allegedly 
argued that Costa had been 
warned of the attack by the 
assailant (when he called him 
“faggot” and said “I’m going 
to beat the shit out of you”) 
and that Costa should have 
known not to turn his back 
on him. 

Costa was standing on a 
crowded Muni train and was 
approached by the assailant 
from behind when the first 
blow hit. 

Costa thinks “something 
has to be done about the Hate 
Crimes Department. They 
have no sensitivity.” He said

Cartoonist, 
Activist 
Sotomayor 
Dies of AIDS 

Daniel Sotomayor died Feb. 
5 after a four-year battle 
against AIDS. 

Sotomayor was a prominent 
AIDS activist. In addition to 
designing and producing hun¬ 
dreds of colorful and educa¬ 
tional buttons, T-shirts and 
posters, he participated in and 
lead many local and national 
AIDS demonstrations, often 
ending with his arrest. 

Sotomayor became notori¬ 
ous for his ability to infiltrate 
mayoral news conferences 
where he demanded answers 
to difficult questions about 
AIDS issues. 

He was critical of the Daley 
administration for its handling 
of the AIDS epidemic in Chi¬ 
cago. 

As the only nationally syn¬ 
dicated openly gay political 
cartoonist, Sotomayor often 
turned his wit and anger into 
artistic satire and pointed 
social commentary. His car¬ 
toons were regularly featured 
in San Francisco Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, New York’s Outweek 
and Chicago’s Windy City 
Times. No subject matter was 
too controversial. 

Sotomayer was unrelenting 
in his criticism of the Catholic 
Church for its stands on AIDS 
education, gay civil rights and 
reproductive choice. 

His most frequent target was 
the Bush Administration, 
which he lambasted for its 
dismal record in the fight 
against AIDS. 

Sotomayor was recently 
chosen to receive the 1992 
Alongi award for outstanding 
achievement in gay activism by 
Impact, Chicago’s gay and les¬ 
bian political action commit¬ 
tee. 

He is survived by his lover 
and life-partner, Chicago 
playwright Scott McPherson; 
his best friend, fellow activist 
and volunteer Lori Cannon; his 
mother, Margaret; sisters 
Gloria and Grace; brothers 
John and David; and hundreds 
of friends and thousands of ad¬ 
mirers. ▼

Queer Crusader 

Britain's Simon Watney 
Fights for AIDS and Gay Rights

S imon Watney, I discov¬ 
ered, is a burst of con¬ 
tradictions. He is quite 
thin, but not at all frail. 
He is full of energy, too; but it 
isn’t nervousness. His British 
accent is refined and pleasant, 
but far from being genteel 
and superficial, Watney’s lan¬ 
guage reveals much anger, in¬ 
sight, humor. 

He wears dark clothing 
and round glasses. I arrived 
at the handsome San Francis¬ 
co flat where he is a guest, 
and he offered me some tea; 
then he had to hunt through 
the cupboards of the kitchen 
to find the cups. He laughed, 
describing his own London 
home, cluttered with books 
and papers. 

Simon Watney, 42, is one 
of a handful of AIDS activists 
and gay political figures in 
Europe. He has written a 
regular column for the 
monthly magazine Gay Times 
for the past five years. He 
wrote the award-winning 
books Taking Liberties: 
AIDS and Cultural Politics 
and Policing Desire, ground¬ 
breaking analyses of homo¬ 


phobia, media and the AIDS 
epidemic, neither of which 
was even reviewed in Great 
Britain. He was one of the 
founders of the British queer 
activist organization Outrage, 
responding to police harass¬ 
ment, repressive laws, in¬ 
creasing violence, as well as 
to the AIDS epidemic. He is 
driven, even somewhat 
volatile. Personal questions 
were answered without hesi¬ 
tation, but not dwelt on; Wat¬ 
ney always turns the discus¬ 
sion to AIDS and gay politics.

Among other things, I’m in¬ 
terested in the differences 
you perceive between gay 
life in England and gay life 
in America. 

Well, I walk over to the 
Castro area and see dozens of 
gay men walking hand in 
hand, even at nine in the 
morning. That’s a world that 
could only exist in the United 
States. 

You know, though, that it 
doesn’t exist very many 
places in the United States. 

Oh, I understand that. But

Suit Charges Julia Child 
With Anti-Gay Bias

A gay man is suing Julia 
Child’s American Institute of 
Wine and Food alleging that 
he was denied a job because 
of his sexual orientation. 

Daniel Coulter, who is rep¬ 
resented by gay rights attor¬ 
ney Paul Wotman, is suing 
the San Francisco-based insti¬ 
tute for $3 million in compen¬ 
satory and punitive damages. 

Coulter said that he was 
recruited by Richard Graff, a 
member of the institute’s 
board of directors, on Aug. 9, 
1991, to apply for the position 
of executive director at the in¬ 
stitute. 

Graff allegedly told Coul¬ 
ter, an experienced marketing 
executive for numerous cor¬ 
porations including Disney 
and Revlon, that he was ideal¬ 
ly suited for the job. 

Coulter said that after he 
agreed to apply, he met with 
three members of the execu¬ 
tive board of the institute 
and, on Aug. 20, interviewed 
individually with Clark Wolf, 
who allegedly sought infor¬ 
mation about Coulter’s sexual 
orientation with an assurance 
that the conversation was con¬ 
fidential. 

Wolf was then informed 
by Coulter that he is gay. 

According to Coulter, later 
that evening he met with 
Dorothy Cann, the board 
chair, who, after stating that 
he was obviously well-quali¬ 
fied for the position, allegedly 
admitted that there was a “po¬ 
litical problem” with Coulter’s 
candidacy. 

According to Coulter, 
Cann said that Julia Child was 
“rabidly homophobic” and 
that a gay executive director 
could not function effectively 
within the institute. 

Coulter was denied the po¬ 
sition. 

“This is the first time in 
my life something so blatant 
was done to me,” Coulter 
said. “I have been a private 
person — at 35 years old, it 
was only because of this inci¬ 
dent that I told my family I 
am gay. Someone successful 
in corporate life learns how to 
be a chameleon. I wasn’t look¬ 
ing for publicity about my

sexual orientation. They told 
me that if I sought legal ac¬ 
tion, I’d be ruined. I’d never 
find another job. They would 
drag my name through the 
mud.” 

Though the board mem¬ 
bers of the institute involved 
were not available for com¬ 
ment, Julia Child’s assistant, 
Stephanie Hersh, told the Bay 
Area Reporter in a phone in¬ 
terview from Cambridge, 
Mass., that Child “works with 
all kinds of people and judges 
them on their merits. She has 
worked successfully with 
many gay people in the past, 
including two previous exec¬ 
utive directors of the insti¬ 
tute.” 

She argued that Coulter’s 
claims were unfounded. 

“I have no idea how that 
(statement about Child) got 
out. It’s ridiculous!” Hersh 
said. 

She stated that she does

not believe that Child has spo¬ 
ken about the incident with 
Cann, Wolf or Graff, the three 
board members who alleged¬ 
ly eliminated Coulter from 
the selection process. 

In the lawsuit, Coulter and 
Wotman are charging inva¬ 
sion of privacy, discrimination 
and violation of Coulter’s civil 
rights. ▼ 


Charges Dropped 


DA Had Wrong Man 
In AB 101 Riot

All charges have been dis¬ 
missed against an attorney 
charged with felony malicious 
mischief and assault on po¬ 
lice officers during the AB 
101 riot on Sept. 30. 

Kenneth Bukowski could 
have faced possible disbar¬ 
ment had he been convicted 
of the charges. 

“I was there as a legal ob¬ 
server. My anger level is still 
greater than my happiness 
about it,” Bukowski said of 
the dismissed charges. “If 
they want to, they can contin¬ 
ue to harass me by charging 
me again for up to the next 
two years. It’s still looming 
for me.” 

Bukowski said the District 
Attorney’s Office did not is¬ 
sue a factual determination of 
innocence but instead just dis¬ 
missed the charges. 

“The District Attorney’s 
Office had no evidence that 


he was participating in events 
that were criminal. My client 
has maintained from the be¬ 
ginning that he was falsely ac¬ 
cused,” Bukowski’s attorney, 
Randy Montesano, said. 

He told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that although Bukows¬ 
ki was initially identified in a 
photograph, the suspect 
was actually another person, 
and that the DA had another 
photograph of Bukowski at 
the demonstration that 
proved he wasn’t the same 
person. 

Montesano said the 
charges were dismissed be¬ 
cause the district attorney be¬ 
lieved the case against 
Bukowski was not solid and 
was not able to be proved be¬ 
yond a reasonable doubt. 

Bukowski said that he had 
been initially identified by Of¬ 
ficer Lea Militello, the San 
Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment’s liaison to the gay and

Plenty of activities are 
planned in the Bay Area on 
Valentine’s Day, from a cele¬ 
bration of domestic partner¬ 
ships in San Francisco City 
Hall to a Queer Army con¬ 
dom distribution at the Uni¬ 
versity of San Francisco. 

Organizers ask those who 
want to register as domestic 
partners on Valentine’s Day 
and join in on the celebration 
to register between 9 a.m. and 
noon. The ceremony will be¬ 
gin at noon and include a do¬ 
mestic partners procession 
down the rotunda steps in 
City Hall, a performance by 
the San Francisco Lesbian 
and Gay Chorus, an address 
by Supervisor Harry Britt, a 
commemorative wall of the 
past year of partnerships, and 
an anniversary cake. The en¬ 
tire community, partnered 
and unpartnered, are wel¬ 


come to attend. 

“We don’t often get a 
chance to just celebrate our 
love. This is the queer com¬ 
munity’s opportunity to take 
over City Hall. It should be 
a very festive occasion,” Katie 
Dwight, the event’s organizer, 
said. 

Because Valentine’s Day is 
also National Condom Day on 
U.S. campuses, the Queer 
Army and Sisters of Perpetu¬ 
al Indulgence intend to cele¬ 
brate the day by “distributing 
the gift of life.” 

The groups will meet at 
the University of San Francis¬ 
co, a Catholic University that 
organizers say refuses to dis¬ 
tribute condoms or safer sex 
information, at the corner of 
Fulton and Cole streets at 11 
a.m. Activists plan to rally in 
military drag and then pass 
out gold-wrapped condoms to 
students. 

Meanwhile, in the South 


Bay, San Jose Outrage! is 
planning “loving protests.” 
Activists will congregate at 
noon at the San Jose Mercury 
News to challenge the paper’s 
refusal to publish news of 
same-sex bonding cere¬ 
monies. At 1:30 p.m. queer 
couples will proceed to room 
113 of the Superior Court at 
Alameda Boulevard and Park 
Avenue to demand marriage 
licences. 

Finally, on Valentine’s 
weekend, San Jose Outrage! 
plans to have more than 20 
cars decorated for a mock 
group wedding and auto pro¬ 
cession that will slowly drive 
through San Jose that after¬ 
noon. Organizers say those 
interested in participating in 
the procession should meet 
on Feb. 16 at 12:30 p.m. at the 
Billy DeFrank Gay and Les¬ 
bian Community Center on 
Stockton Avenue near the

Millions of dollars in feder¬ 
al funds that were earmarked 
for lesbian and gay youth ser¬ 
vices and AIDS prevention 
and education in a resolution 
last year by Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg have still 
not arrived. 

The funds, part of Senate 
Bill 855, were reimburse¬ 
ments for the city’s dispropor¬ 
tionate costs of caring for low- 
income Medicaid patients at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Achtenberg’s resolution, 
passed unanimously last fall 
by the Board of Supervisors, 
came after a resolution by Su¬ 
pervisor Carole Migden to 
earmark $2.5 million in gener¬ 
al funds for the programs 
failed. 

“It’s unfortunate that the 
funds have not arrived. We’re 
expecting them at the end of 
the fiscal year,” said Supervi¬ 
sor Kevin Shelley. 

According to Shelley, 
about $9 million of the $27 
million expected as part of 
the reimbursement were to 
fund a lesbian and gay youth 
center, substance abuse treat¬ 
ment, AIDS education and 
prevention for people of color 
and gay youth and other 
services, including medical 
HIV early intervention. 

“It looks like it’s coming,” 
said Wendy Iwata, public in¬ 
formation director of the San 
Francisco Department of 
Public Health. “But we can’t 
say for certain when.” 

Shelley said that Mayor 
Jordan’s budget officials had 
proposed applying the money 
to next year’s estimated $97.1 
budget deficit but that the Fi¬ 
nance Committee of the 
Board would not allow that. 

“Let’s not get into a debate 
about SB 855 — the issue is 
funding these programs. It’s 
outrageous that the funds 
have not arrived, and it’s 
good that we voted for the 
general fund release, but it 
needed six votes. I’ve taken a 
very hard stance that these 
funds will be in the regular 
Health Department budget,” 
Shelley said. ▼

Chinese Herbs Found 
Helpful in AIDS Fight

A new study by San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Immune Enhancement 
Project further documents the 
benefits of Chinese herbs 
treating AIDS-related symp¬ 
toms. 

After following the IEP 
program for 12 weeks, 150 
study participants reported in 
a questionnaire that symp¬ 
toms mentioned in a 33-item 
list were ameliorated nearly 
three-quarters of the time. 
Only eight percent of the 
complaints became worse. No 
attempt was made to separate 
out those symptoms that 
might have improved on their 
own, however. 

IEP’s HIV-positive clients 
were asked to consume 26 
grams (seven tablets four 
times a day) of “composition 
A.” a mixture of 28 herbs 
serving as the primary treat¬ 


ment formula. 

Additional formulations 
were administered on an indi¬ 
vidual basis to counter each 
person’s specific symptoms. 
Sixty percent to 70 percent of 
the study participants also un¬ 
derwent acupuncture treat¬ 
ments. 

The variations in individu¬ 
al treatment plans make it 
hard to reach definite conclu¬ 
sions about the herbal 
medicines’ role. 

Nevertheless, an overall 
impression that the herbs 
were helpful was evident. 

IEP Clinical Director 
Michael Young said, “The 
most dramatic improvements 
seem to be relief of certain 
chronic HTV disease symp¬ 
toms, such as fatigue, diar¬ 
rhea, lymph-node swelling, in¬ 
somnia and other symptoms 
which often make it difficult

Part of Our Community 


K RON’s sleazy and sensationalistic “ex¬ 
pose” of NAMBLA has opened serious 
discussion within the gay community 
about consensual sexual relations be¬ 
tween children and adults. KRON may soon be 
sorry they ever drew attention to the subject. 

There was a time, not long ago, when every¬ 
one (except for sick-o perverts) apparently 
agreed that homosexuality was wrong and 
disgusting. Whenever a homosexual voice raised 
protest, the turnip-headed throng responded: 
“But they’re homosexuals, for Chrissakes!” and 
“But all the experts agree that homosexuality is 
a sin (or a crime or a sickness or against nature).” 
nature).” 

Critics, even some within our community, 
have been attacking the man/boy love issue from 
this same weak position, and it won’t hold. For 
example, some critics have said in this paper that 
sex with children is disgusting. Well, isn’t THAT 
insightful??? The same adjective’s been pretty 
widely applied to MOST gay behavior. 

These critics have also pointed out the 
NAMBLA members aren’t gay — they’re 
“pedophiles, for Chrissakes.” That sort of name¬ 
calling isn’t at all illuminating. The name-callers 
have to justify their point of view with more 
substance if they want the rest of us to share their 
belief. What is a bum? What is a queer? What is 
a pedophile? A pedophile is not a rapist or a 
murderer, or a devil, but a person who loves. 

What astonishes me most is the critics, 
especially the gay ones, who point out that sex 
between adults and children is ILLEGAL^!!) and 
that some who advocate it, or practice it, have 
been convicted of that crime. Honeys, homosex¬ 
uality has been (and in many places still is) such 
a crime. Should we listen to what a homosexual 
says about gay liberation if he’s been convicted 
of that disgusting crime of sodomy? 

I am not a member of NAMBLA, nor am I a 


boy-lover, but even I know that sex between men 
and boys was a normal and honored part of an¬ 
cient Greek civilization (see Male Love: A Prob¬ 
lem in Greek Ethics and Other Writings by John 
Addington Symonds and Greek Homosexuali¬ 
ty by K.J. Dover), as indeed in many other 
societies. 

As a gay child I would have welcomed sexual 
relations with males, of adult age as well as my 
own. Unfortunately, our society refuses to 
acknowledge the sexual identity of children. It’s 
time we recognized that THIS ATTITUDE IS 
AN INSTITUTIONALIZED FORM OF 
CHILD ABUSE! 

Gay liberation is stuck in backwaters as long 
as gay children are denied their sexuality and as 
long as parents are allowed to push their gay 
children into the roles of hetero adults. 

I hope folks at ALL the meetings that take 
place in the San Francisco Public Library 
branches — which will now be clearly announc¬ 
ed to the public and completely open to the 
public (including the gay public) — are prepared 
for the gay community to participate. We must 
make sure that a fully gay-affirming view of the 
world is provided for all children. We must be 
present to participate whenever stories are read 
to children or when parents bring children to 
any public meeting. Gay children are the respon¬ 
sibility of the gay community. Most of the 
heteros just don’t know how to give gay- 
affirming support to their children (the gay ones 
as well as the non-gay ones). Let’s give them a 
hand. 

For this year’s Gay and Lesbian Freedom Day, 
let’s adopt a statement of hope and encourage¬ 
ment for all the gay children now growing up: 
GAY CHILDREN ARE PART OF OUR COM¬ 
MUNITY.

Queer Scouts Greasing Up 
Financial Screws for United Way

Inside, while the United 
Way Bay Area board of direc¬ 
tors meets in San Francisco 
to decide whether and how 
much to fund the Boy Scouts 
of America in 1992-93, outside 
the activist group Queer 
Scouts will conduct a kiss-in 
camporee sing-along in Boy 
Scout drag and make its de¬ 
mands to the board. 

The Feb. 20 confrontation 
will be the latest in a 10-year 
history of battling between 
queer activists and the Boy 
Scouts that began when the 
East Bay Mt. Diablo troop de¬ 
cided to exclude 17-year-old 
Eagle Scout Tim Curran 
from Scout leadership be¬ 
cause they found out he was 
gay. 

Queer Scout members say 
they are targeting the United 
Way, which in the past has 
annually donated $1 million 
in the Bay Area and $90 mil¬ 
lion nationwide to the Boy 
Scouts, because the founda¬ 
tion is hesitant to react to the 
Boy Scouts’ homophobic ac¬ 
tions while it maintains the

pretense of only funding non- 
discriminatory organizations. 

The Boy Scouts Task 
Force of the United Way, 
which was established be¬ 
cause of pressure from queer 
activists to investigate claims 
of homophobia in the Boy 
Scouts’ policies, is expected 
to report its findings at the 
Feb. 20 board meeting. The 
task force does not include 
any gays or lesbians. 

John Woods, spokesperson 
for Queer Scouts, is frustrated 
at how the United Way has 
handled the problem so far. 

“If this were about racial 
or sex discrimination, (United 
Way) wouldn’t have to set up 
a task force to study it. The 
Boy Scouts explicitly said 
that the required oath to be 
‘morally straight’ is interpret¬ 


ed only to exclude homosexu¬ 
als,” he said. 

According to Woods, Tom 
Ruppaner, president of the 
United Way, told Woods that 
gay activists were excluded 
from the task force because 
the Boy Scouts would not 
even sit at the table if the ac¬ 
tivists were included. 

Woods also told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he has 
heard that task force recom¬ 
mendations will be extremely 
weak, calling on the Boy 
Scouts to announce an intent 
to change their policies within 
90 days and giving them five 
years to actually implement 
the change. 

Woods described the ex¬ 
pected report as “completely 
disgusting.” 

“We are very concerned, 
and we won’t let them forget 
it when they’re fundraising 
next fall. We will launch an 
aggressive boycott if we have 
to,” he said. 

Queer Scouts plans to de¬ 
mand that the United Way 
“declare publicly that the Boy 
Scouts are in clear violation 
(Continued on page 23)

work. Clearly, the devil has 
invaded Pastor Kwong, and 
the forces of evil and oppres¬ 
sion have gathered in the 
name of conservative Chris¬ 
tianity,” he said. 

Cromey was also critical of 
Kwong’s claim of divine inter¬ 
vention in his obvious politi¬ 
cal agenda. 

“God in her wisdom may 
be intervening in the Mayor’s 
Office, but she’s been there 
from the beginning since Jor¬ 
dan is a baptized Christian,” 
he said. 

On Kwong’s agenda wish 
list for the meeting with Jor¬ 
dan are the appointment of 
Christian representatives on 
city commissions, boards and 
staff, as well as a paid staff li¬ 
aison to the “Christian Com¬ 
munity.” 

Kwong’s letter said that 
also on the agenda is the 
churches’ response to the 
AIDS pandemic and needle 
exchange and such issues as 
NAMBLA and the fundamen¬ 
talists’ relationship with the 
gay community. 

Kwong has also been 
thinking about supervisorial 
seats because he mentions as 
part of the agenda the re¬ 
placement of Harry Britt, 
who is rumored to be ready 
to leave the board, and the 
possible replacement of Car¬ 
ole Migden, who briefly con¬ 
sidered running for Sen. Mil- 
ton Marks’ seat. 

“It’s a moot point. My seat 
won’t be vacant,” Migden 
said. 

The Mayor’s Office might 
be, though, when Kwong 
comes calling. 

“The meeting is scheduled 
but the mayor had no idea of 
Pastor Kwong’s agenda. My 
feeling is that the mayor may 
possibly demur from the 
meeting considering the agen¬ 
da,” Bloom told the Bay Area 
Reporter. ▼

School Chief, Alice Lock Horns 
Over Ammiano Lock Out

Relations between the les¬ 
bian and gay community and 
Board of Education President 
Joanne Miller have reached 
an all-time low following 
Miller’s recent response to the 
Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club. 

The club, according to 
member Ron Braithwaite, 
wrote Miller and other board 
members a letter inviting her 
to the club for an explanation 
of her sudden candidacy and 
vote for herself as president 
of the board. 

Tom Ammiano, gay teach¬ 
er, parent and board vice 
president, was expected to 
get the post, based on long¬ 
standing precedent and prac¬ 
tice. 

Ammiano was the highest 
vote-getter in the last election 
to the board. 

However, Miller was nom¬ 
inated suddenly and cast the 
deciding vote for herself, en¬ 
suring her re-election to the 
post. 

In her letter of response to 
the Alice Club about her vote, 
Miller said that to cast a vote 


for herself was not a homo- 
phobic act, and that sugges¬ 
tions that it was “smacked of 
the worst kind of McCarthy- 
ism.” 

Braithwaite, however, 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that Miller’s letter was not an 
adequate response to the is¬ 
sue. 

Miller and other board 
members are also under fire 
from the Rev. Amos Brown, 
African-American leader and 
pastor of the Third Baptist 
Church. 

Brown told the Bay Area 
Reporter that Ammiano was 
entitled to the post because 
he was the highest vote-getter 
and because of the board’s 
past practice. 

Brown said he found the 
board’s action strange. 

“My concern was that it 
was confusing and unfair,” he 
said. 

Miller is also under fire by 
gay activists for complaining 
to Mayor Frank Jordan about 
aide Jean Harris’ comments at 
the last school board meeting. 

According to Ammiano, 
Miller’s complaint constituted 
an attempt at censorship to 


Harris’ comments, which he 
called right on target. 

“I don’t feel good about it. 
It’s an infringement on free 
speech. Amos Brown and 
Yvonne Golden also spoke 
against the board’s election of 
Joanne. Did she call their 
bosses?” Ammiano said. 

According to Ammiano, 
Harris made it clear that she 
was speaking in her capacity 
as the outgoing president of 
the Harvey Milk Club and not 
as a representative of the 
Mayor’s Office. 

Miller has been under fire 
for her lack of support for 
Project 10, which provides 
gay support services, ducking 
the vote on a resolution pro¬ 
hibiting the Boy Scouts from 
meeting in schools because 
they discriminate against 
gays, and for voting to accept 
textbooks that have no men¬ 
tion of lesbians and gays. 

The textbooks have also 
been under fire by African- 
American and Asian educa¬ 
tors and activists. 

Miller will face re-election 
this year. ▼

right-wing fundamentalists 
will be Mark Zapalik, who 
spearheaded the Measure M 
campaign, Concord Council¬ 
man the Rev. Lloyd Mashore 
and Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion figurehead the Rev. Lou 
Sheldon. 

“The rest of the country 
looks to the San Francisco 
Bay Area for leadership on 
AIDS and gay rights,” Whit- 
sell told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “Concord is the first 
city in the country where pro¬ 
tections for people with AIDS 
were repealed from city law. 
It sets a tone. If they think 
they can get away with it, 
what’s to keep them from try¬ 
ing to remove someone else’s 
rights five years down the 
road?” 

The narrowly passed mea¬ 
sure that repeals discrimina¬ 


tion protections in housing 
and employment based on 
sexual orientation status has 
not been implemented due to 
two lawsuits filed against its 
constitutionality. 

“The issue is much broad¬ 
er than Concord and always 
has been. It’s bigger than the 
gay community. There are an 
awful lot of questions about 
who the people behind the 
measure are,” he said. 

Diablo Valley Metropoli¬ 
tan Community Church has a 
congregation of about 125, 
Whitsell said. 

“It’s an opportunity to get 
the message out to the rest of 
the country. I’m not nervous, 
but 50 million people is 50 
million people,” he said. 

Block will appear on the 
program in his elaborate cos¬ 
tumed drag. 

“We’ve been working to¬ 
ward national exposure for 
years. I’ve engaged in tele¬ 
vised debates with Mark Za¬ 
palik. I’ve debated with better 


than them,” Block said. 

Block, a San Francisco res¬ 
ident, pleaded no contest in 
January to charges that he 
misstated his residence as a 
Concord address when he ran 
for the post last November. 

Mashore is appealing a 
court decision that he was il¬ 
legally elected because he 
was not legally a resident of 
Concord when he was elected 
to the Concord City Council 
in 1990. Mashore could lose 
his post if the decision is up¬ 
held on appeal. 

Block is anxious for a 
chance to debate Sheldon 
whom he denounces as “evil” 
and a “counterfeit Christian.” 
He said that he wanted to 
raise questions about Shel¬ 
don’s involvement in political 
affairs all over the country 
while receiving tax-exempt 
status. ▼

Cuomo Will Be the Nominee 


T he first-in-the-nation 
presidential primary 
Feb. 18 is supposed to 
indicate who the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee will be in the 
November general election. 
The latest polls from New 
Hampshire pretty much agree 
that Arkansas Gov. Bill Clinton 
or former U.S. Sen. Paul 
Tsongas from neighboring 
Massachusetts will come in 
first with the other “major” 
Democratic candidates — Sen. 
Bob Kerrey, Sen. Tom Harkin 
and former California Gov. 
Jerry Brown — running far 
behind. 

However, the image of New 
York Gov. Mario Cuomo hangs 
over the New Hampshire pri¬ 
mary very heavily. Dan 
Quayle, the vice president not 
generally credited with know¬ 
ing a hell of a lot about any¬ 
thing, told reporters last seek 
that he thinks Mario Cuomo 
will eventually end up the 
Democratic Party standard- 
bearer come November. 

I think Quayle might finally 
be on to something. A little- 
noticed poll in New Hamp¬ 
shire this week actually shows 
Cuomo finishing third — as a 
long-shot write-in candidate 
next week. That is probably 
unlikely, but a decent write-in 
showing puts Cuomo right 
back in this presidential thing. 

Even, if as expected, Clinton 
finishes first next Tuesday, the 
latest questions about his al¬ 
leged draft dodging, along 
with the lingering unanswered 
questions about his extramari¬ 
tal affairs (which even he and 
his wife admit to), make him 
very suspect among those 
Democrats who truly want to 
take back the White House 
next January. 

Many Democrats see a real 
chance to snatch the White 
House from a president who 
will have to run on something 
other than the Gulf War, and 
many of these party brokers 
are only too aware that Clin¬ 
ton, if not bloodied up by his 
fellow Democrats in the nu¬ 
merous primaries between 
now and the July convention, 
will be certainly easy prey for 
the GOP campaign consul¬ 
tants who gave us Willie Hor¬ 
ton in 1988. 

The Republicans would love 
to run against Clinton in Nov¬ 
ember, and the checkbook 
Democrats who will be asked 
to finance the campaign 
against Bush know it. Bush’s 
campaign hit squad will mess 
up Clinton so badly on the sex 
scandal that all the adoringly 
wifely glances by “stand by my 
man” Hillary will not come 
close to putting this scandal

away. 

Sure, I know Clinton looks 
good in next Tuesday’s pri¬ 
mary. He probably will actual¬ 
ly win it. But after that, his 
fellow Democratic opponents 
will really take off the gloves. 
If more infidelity rumors come 
ouf of Little Rock, as well as 
more questions about how 
Clinton avoided the draft, you 
can look for a brokered Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention in 
July in New York City. 

I wouldn’t bet the mortgage 
on it, but I can see it now — a 
group of Democratic leaders 
and congress members, smell¬ 
ing a chance to actually defeat 
Bush, turning to Mario to save 
the ticket. 

Ron Brown, the suave boss 
of the national Democratic 
Party, was playing down any 
chance this week of Cuomo re- 
emerging as a candidate, but 
Brown himself would pave the 
way for Cuomo if the New 
York governor were to give 
him the slightest hint tomor¬ 
row that he wanted the 
nomination and was ready to 
go after it. 

Look, Bush and the Republi¬ 
cans are in deep political trou¬ 
ble, and the Democrats are 
tired of repeatedly winning 
state and local races but always 
losing the big one. Like I said, 
don’t go with the mortgage, 
but I can see Cuomo running 
with Texas Sen. Lloyd Bentsen 
again as the Democrat’s veep 
candidate against Bush and 
Quayle next November. 

And remember, you read it 
here first.

With the census-mandated 
redistricting going into effect 
this year, several new minority 
congressional districts have 
emerged in a dozen or so 
states, and if voters respond to 
the new congressional maps 
by electing minority lawmak¬ 
ers, both the 26-member Con¬ 


gressional Black Caucus and 
the 13-member Congressional 
Hispanic Caucus should add 
eight to 10 new members. Cali¬ 
fornia gains seven new con¬ 
gressional districts this year, 
but only one is likely to elect a 
Hispanic under the state’s 
court-drawn plan. This would 
leave the state with four blacks 
and four Hispanics among 52 
House members. 

Supervisors Carole Migden 
and Tom Nolan, Vincent Friia, 
Jon Kouba, Mark Leno, Bob 
Ross and Ralph Payne are 
among those sponsoring a 
fundraiser/reception for U.S.

A gender gap? How do you 
figure this one: among Demo¬ 
cratic women voters for the 
two-year U.S. Senate seat, 
Dianne Feinstein is demolish¬ 
ing opponent Gray Davis with 
a 62 percent to 28 percent lead, 
but for the other Senate seat, 
the six-year term, Lt. Gov. Leo 
McCarthy leads Rep. Barbara 
Boxer among Democratic 
women by 37 percent to 30 per¬ 
cent, with Rep. Mel Levine get¬ 
ting 4 percent. This spells good 
news for McCarthy and great 
news for Feinstein because the 
Field Institute claims that 57 
percent of the Democratic 
voters in the June primary will 
be women. 

GOP snafu: in New York, the 
secretary of the late conduc¬ 
tor/composer Leonard Berns¬ 
tein, a life-long liberal Demo¬ 
crat, released a “personal” let¬ 
ter last week dated Jan. 31, 
informing him that he had 
been invited to join the select 
1,500-member Republican 
Senatorial Inner Circle. The 
letter to Bernstein (who died in 
October 1990) said that “it is 
my honor to inform you that at 
the last meeting of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee of the Repub¬ 
lican Senatorial Inner Circle, 
your name was placed in nomi¬ 
nation by Sen. Alphonse M. 
D’Amato and you were ac¬ 
cepted for membership.” A 
$1,000 contribution was asked, 
and the letter was signed by 
Vice President Daniel J. 
Quayle. 

Incidentally, President Bush 
will be in San Francisco later 
this month a for a $l,000-a- 
plate GOP fundraiser, but the 
local Republican Party organ¬ 
ization is giving out little info 
about this one. ▼

Remembering Sotomayor

W hen Bruce called 
me last Wednes¬ 
day to tell me that 
Danny Sotomayor 
had died, I was stunned, 
though I knew he’d been sick 
for some time. And with Dan¬ 
ny’s death, so it seems too 
that not only have we lost one 
of the finest shit-kicking ac¬ 
tivist artists around, but that a 
certain period in queer ac¬ 
tivism has finally been put to 
rest. 

The death of Danny So¬ 
tomayor, queer cartoonist ex¬ 
traordinaire and ACT UP 
crusader, seems to come at a 
pivotal time in the gay and 
lesbian movement. In the past 
year we’ve watched ACT UP 
chapters split in two, the 
promise of Queer Nation/San 
Francisco fizzle out in a cloud 
of pink smoke, and realize 
that just at a time when we 
are both more linked globally 
and represented more power¬ 
fully locally, that perhaps we 
have less in common with our 
fellow queers than we may 
once have thought. 

In the early days of ACT 
UP/Chicago, the name Danny 
Sotomayor was synonymous 
with both queer rage and 
AIDS activism. As such, he 
was thrust to the forefront of 
the front lines, where it’s easy 
to give all you have, become 
overexposed, and then be at¬ 
tacked for it. 

The feeding frenzy over 
Jean Harris here in San Fran¬ 
cisco reminds me very much 
of what I saw happen to Dan¬ 
ny. We’re crying our commu¬ 
nity is in shambles, practically 
leaderless, and lacking a clear 
vision for the future. But who 
the hell wants to be a leader 
anymore in a community all 
too ready to build people up 
and then tear them down? 
Why try when all you get for 
your efforts is bad press, 
crank calls, and badmouthing 
from people so lame all they 
do is sit on their own butts 
and complain? 

As anyone will tell you 
who knew him, Danny So¬ 
tomayor was not an easy per¬ 
son to deal with sometimes. 
He was unapologetically an¬ 
gry, had a big mouth and re¬ 
fused to bow down to any po¬ 
litically correct party line. 
And some people felt that he 
wasn’t serious enough about 
tackling the “isms” as he was 
about the fact that he was 
probably going to die relative¬ 
ly soon of AIDS. Subsequent¬ 


ly, some of the very attributes 
that made him so worthy as 
an AIDS activist also got him 
in the most trouble with his 
peers. 

In fact, I remember several 
times when letters to the edi¬ 
tor of OutWeek, where he 
had a regular editorial car¬ 
toon slot, were shocked and 
appalled at his nose-thumbing 
attitudes as a PWA or his art¬ 
work assertions that gay men 
may be scrambling for a piece 
of the proverbial pie. And I’ll

certainly never forget the 
time when a San Francisco 
ACT UP activist chided me 
after I included Danny’s name 
in a list of people I most ad¬ 
mired in a column last year. 

“The others I understand,” 
this fellow said, implying that 
somehow I had betrayed the 
cause. “But why him?” 

At a time when queer car¬ 
tooning is only now coming 
into its own, it becomes in¬ 
creasingly apparent to me 
that Danny Sotomayor was, 
in many ways, a visionary. He 
successfully and lovingly cap¬ 
tured some of our communi¬ 
ty’s darkest moments, as well 
as some of our greatest tri¬ 
umphs in cartoon format. De¬ 
picting as they do issues like 
the government’s inaction on 
AIDS, the nightmare of Jesse 
Helms, and the “Basic Instinct” 
filming scandal, they seem as 
poignant and relevant, and as 
much still needed, as they 
were several years ago when 
they first appeared. 

In fact, one of Danny’s 
comics, done shortly after 
artist Keith Haring died, de¬ 
picted heaven’s gatekeeper 
asking another angel if he’s 
“met the new arrival yet.” 
The other angel, glancing 
down in bewilderment at his 
own gown freshly covered 
with Haring’s graffiti style 
artwork, answers wryly, “I 
think so.” 


At the time, Haring freak 
that I am, this drawing even 
made me cry. 

I almost cry now, too, to 
think of how for a year I tried 
to get Danny to sell me a 
signed copy of that illustra¬ 
tion. Uneasy at the time with 
the idea of charging another 
queer money for his work, he 
promised instead to simply 
give me one. But just days be¬ 
fore I moved from Chicago, 
we still hadn’t gotten together 
to do so. The day before I 
left I was frantic, knowing 
somehow that if we didn’t 
connect then, it just wouldn’t 
happen. 

There is still no print by 
Danny Sotomayor gracing my 
wall. All I have of him is a 
certain faded ACT UP T-shirt 
he designed with a personal¬ 
ized scrawl across the front 
with lettering that reads, “We 
are all living with AIDS,” and 
lots of back issues of Out- 
Week. It makes me wonder 
what will happen to the work 
of an artist for whom the pub¬ 
lic forum was the only forum, 
and for whom creating ulti¬ 
mately meant then being crit¬ 
icized for it. 

Clearly, the task of pre¬ 
serving the work of anyone 
who dies prematurely — 
whether from AIDS or any 
other cause — rests with us all. 
In this case, the artwork Dan¬ 
ny donated to ACT UP for 
many of their early T-shirt 
and button designs will be 
around for a while. But what 
of his editorial cartoons? Will 
they continue to yellow in 
semi-abandoned stacks of 
magazines? Or, worse yet, 
were they simply thrown 
away years ago by readers for 
whom the community press 
still mostly means the dispos¬ 
able press? 

Alive, there was no way 
that anyone was allowed to 
forget the presence of Danny 
Sotomayor. And somehow, 
even now that he’s dead, I 
still expect no less from him. 
So hopefully some gay pub¬ 
lisher, caring less for profits 
than for preservation, will put 
together a small book of Dan¬ 
ny’s illustrations or include 
him in an anthology of art¬ 
work, so that his work will 
live on. Or perhaps the queer 
community will join forces 
with the right wing unknow¬ 
ingly one more time, and the 
life and work of one more un¬ 
derground and underappreci¬ 
ated queer activist artist will 
simply disappear forever. ▼

FCC Hits L.A.-Area Radio Station 
That Carries Connie Norman Show

LOS ANGELES - When 
two Federal Communication 
Commission engineers inter¬ 
rupted Jim Simon’s live XEK 
95 AM radio broadcast in the 
late afternoon of Feb. 3, he 
immediately asked if their 
surprise visit was triggered 
by “the gay thing,” complaints 
about Connie Norman’s night¬ 
ly “queer radio” show. 

According to Simon, San 
Diego FCC enforcement en¬ 
gineer Jay Zoulek unequivo¬ 
cally said, “Absolutely not.” 
Zoulek said that station XEK 
was illegally transmitting 
live broadcasts from a Holly¬ 
wood studio without a prop¬ 
er permit. As a Mexican- 
owned station broadcasting 
from a Rosarito Beach, Mex¬ 
ico transmitter, the FCC 
treaty with Mexico imposes 
several requirements, includ¬ 
ing that XEK operate with 
only a certain amount of pow¬ 
er, according to Washington- 
based FCC Deputy Chief of 
Mass Media Roderick Porter. 

Additionally, Simon said, 
the FCC requires a permit for 
the station to broadcast live 
programming originating in 
the United States that is im¬ 
mediately rebroadcast back 
into the States. 

Simon is a veteran radio 
talk show host and one of the 
new managers who brought 
Norman’s show to 95 AM. 
He said he assumed that be¬ 
cause the station had been on 
the air for a while, the sta¬ 
tion’s owner, Carlos Alvarado 
Sr., already had all the per¬ 
mits and legal requirements 
in place.

Alvarado was out of the 
country and could not be 
reached for comment at 
press time. 

However, the original com¬ 
plaint against the station was 
lodged last December by 
groups of broadcasters, with 
the lead taken by station 
KKHJ 93 AM, whose owner, 
Liberman Broadcasting, is a 
longstanding competitor of 
Alvarado’s XEK. 

Liberman’s attorney, James 
Bayes, did not return a phone 
call before deadline, but his 
filing with the FCC indicates 
that KKHJ complained about 
XEK’s attempt to boost its 
broadcast signal. 

XEK’s attorney filed a re¬ 
quest for the proper permits 
15 days after an FCC meeting 
with Alvarado in late Decem¬ 
ber. 

But filing for a permit does 
not equal having a permit, 
according to Porter. 

“There is not one legal 


thing about this operation,” 
Porter said in a phone inter¬ 
view. 

He also confirmed that 
the FCC’s problems with 
XEK have “nothing to do 
with program content,” (i.e., 
“The Connie Norman Show”) 
because the FCC does not 
regulate content under the 
First Amendment. 

Complaints registered with 
the FCC under the federal 
statute forbidding the broad¬ 
cast of obscene material must 
be determined in the courts, 
which then decide what is 
obscene in each case. 

When XEK first ran into 
trouble, Norman’s producer, 
David Reid, was briefly con¬ 
cerned that his daily calls to 
Rep. William Dannemeyer’s 
Senate campaign staff re¬ 
questing an interview might 
have triggered calls to the 
FCC to “check up” on the 
show. 

However, Porter said this 
was the first he had heard of 
any question about program¬ 
ming content. Even so, Nor¬ 
man remains convinced that 
her “queer radio” show is the 
reason behind the action to si¬ 
lence XEK. 

“The Connie Norman 
Show” is back on the air as a 
taped program broadcasting 
from Rosarito Beach after 
having been given the go- 
ahead by XEK’s FCC attor¬ 
ney. The station’s application 
for a permit is now before the 
FCC. 

But granting the station a 
permit, Porter said, is subject 
to debate after its history of 
illegal operation. ▼

manent in the law.” 

Labor codes do not pro¬ 
vide protections from discrim¬ 
ination complaints for small 
business owners and for reli¬ 
gious organizations. 

In the 30 cases that have 
been filed with the Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Relations 
Labor Commission, employ¬ 
ers are not only exposed for 
back pay, reinstatement, 
damages and fines but crimi¬ 
nal penalties as well. AB 2601 
reinstates the protections for 
religious organizations and, 
according to Friedman, will 
probably be amended to pro¬ 
tect small businesses as well. 

“After the veto of AB 101 
and since the 30 cases have 
been filed with Commissioner 
Bradshaw there have been no 
exemptions for small busi¬ 
nesses and religious organiza¬ 
tions except for ministers and 


teachers of religious doctrine, 
and that exposure is directly 
attributable to Lou Sheldon 
and the Traditional Values 
Coalition. Their hate-driven 
opposition to AB 101 stripped 
small businesses and religious 
organizations of the protec¬ 
tions they were provided un¬ 
der the Fair Housing and 
Employment Act and created 
economic and punitive expo¬ 
sures for both groups,’’ 
McBride said. 

Both McBride and Fried¬ 
man emphasized that by 
putting protections for small 
business and religious organi¬ 
zations into AB 2601 they are 
exhibiting good faith and 
standing by their repeated 
contention of wanting equal 
rights — not special rights. 

Fundamentalist groups 
had hypnotically used the slo¬ 
gan “No special rights” as a 
rallying cry against AB 101 
during their lobbying efforts 
at the Capitol when Bible-car- 
rying church members 


clogged legislative offices and 
tied office telephone lines for 
days. 

“We’re just making law — 
not disturbing the peace,” 
Friedman said. “We just want 
the same protections as wom¬ 
en and racial and religious 
minorities now enjoy — no 
more, no less.” 

McBride got a laugh from 
the press corps when she 
said, “Maybe we should just 
call it the ‘Gay Community’s 
Pro-Business Bill.’ After all, 
we’re taking out the stiffer 
penalties that are found in the 
Labor Bill so that there is no 
broader scope for gays and 
lesbians than for other 
groups. There’s no reason not 
to put this into statute, and if 
Lou Sheldon opposes it — he’s 
a hypocrite.” 

Friedman said he would 
attempt to move AB 2601 “as 
quickly and in as politically 
astute a way as possible.” 


Tuberculosis Cases Up 10% Over 1990

ATLANTA — The number 
of tuberculosis cases soared to 
more than 25,000 in 1990, an 
increase of nearly 10 percent 
compared with the previous 
year and the biggest annual 
increase since 1953, the feder¬ 
al Centers for Disease Control 
reported Feb. 6. 

Outbreaks of tuberculosis, 
fueled by the emergence of 
multi-drug resistant strains 
and a highly susceptible pop¬ 


ulation of AIDS victims, have 
been increasing since 1988, af¬ 
ter a long historic decline, the 
CDC said. 

The CDC reported 25,701 
cases in 1990. The agency did 
not have final figures for the 
number of tuberculosis cases 
last year, but said that figure 
had passed the 23,000 mark in 
December. 

Officials said they expect¬ 
ed the final number to be 
close to that of 1990. Through 
the fifth week of 1992, nearly 


1,500 cases had been record¬ 
ed. 

The 1990 cases represented 
a 9.4 percent increase com¬ 
pared with the 1989 figure 
and was “the largest annual 
increase since 1953,” the 
health agency said. From 
1985 to 1990, reported cases 
increased by 15.8 percent. 

Thirty-one states reported 
increases in cases in 1990 
compared with 1989. New 
York recorded a 30.4 percent 
increase in cases, ▼

Guthrie's AIDS Compassion Targeted 

City officials in Great Barrington, Mass., are debating 
whether to revoke a special permit given to folk singer Arlo 
Guthrie to use a converted church for offices and a record¬ 
ing studio. More than two dozen locals made the request af¬ 
ter Guthrie announced he also wants to use the building as 
a spiritual center to help people with AIDS and other prob¬ 
lems. The deconsecrated Episcopal church has special 
meaning to Guthrie since Alice Brock, the namesake of the 
song “Alice’s Restaurant,” once lived in it and Guthrie 
wrote the hit song there. 

$20.7 Million in AIDS Funds for N.Y. 

NEW YORK (UPI) — The U.S. government has awarded the 
city $20.7 million in federal emergency assistance funds to 
fight AIDS, officials said. The funds, amounting to slightly 
more than $20.7 million, were allocated under the Ryan 
White Comprehensive AIDS Resource Emergency Act, U.S. 
Sen. Alfonse DAmato, R-N.Y., and Rep. Bill Green, R-Man- 
hattan, announced. The federal funding for the city com¬ 
prises 35 percent of this year’s total national pool of $59 
million in formula funds under the Ryan White Title I Pro¬ 
gram for Fiscal Year 1992, said D’Amato, who sits on the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. Last year $15.8 million 
in federal funds was given to the city, he said. Health statis¬ 
tics show that through March 1991, more than 35,900 state 
residents were stricken with AIDS, and more than 24,300 
have died prematurely, he said. In New York City, AIDS is 
now the leading cause of death for men ages 30-49 and 
women ages 20-39, he said. 

Panel OKs Boston Needle Program 

BOSTON (UPI) — After receiving the support of the state’s 
top health official, a legislative committee Feb. 10 approved 
a pilot sterile needle-exchange program intended to curb 
the spread of AIDS among drug addicts. The Health Care 
Committee approved the expenditure of $75,000 to $100,000 
for a one-year trial program that will allow intravenous 
drug abusers to exchange dirty hypodermic needles for 
clean ones. It is the leading cause of transmission of the 
deadly virus among that segment of the population. Under 
the proposal, intravenous drug users would be allowed to 
exchange used needles for clean needles and encouraged to 
join drug treatment programs. Public Health Commissioner 
David Mulligan told the committee the exchange program 
will not be “a magical solution” to the drug problem, but 
said, “It is one of the things that can contribute to the cur¬ 
tailment of the further spread of HIV” 

Inmate Sues for Condom Distribution 

WESTVILLE, Ind. (UPI) — A convicted rapist at the West- 
ville Correctional Center is suing the state because correc¬ 
tion department officials will not distribute condoms to in¬ 
mates to help prevent the spread of AIDS. Arthur Squires, 
27, recently filed the suit in LaPorte Circuit Court. He is 
asking that condoms be made available to all state inmates. 
Squires, who has been at Westville since 1987, said that 
there was a high rate of homosexual activity at the prison 
and that the threat of being exposed to the AIDS virus was 
great. However, correction department spokesman Kevin 
Moore said he did not think condom distribution was likely. 
“Obviously, the type of activity that spreads the AIDS virus 
is prohibited through our rules for the offender population. 
That includes drugs and sexual activity, whether consensual 
or non-consensual,” Moore said. 

Mass. Sets Up Gay Youth Commission 

BOSTON (UPI) — Flanked by gay and lesbian teen-agers 
and their advocates, Gov. William Weld Feb. 10 established 
a Commission on Gay and Lesbian Youth, the first panel of 
its kind in the country. Members of the 16-member commis¬ 
sion, who will be volunteers, will study the problems facing 
gay and lesbian youths and recommend school-based pro¬ 
grams to help students, parents and teachers become more 
attentive to gay teens. The effort is focused on reducing sui¬ 
cide, runaways, and homelessness rates among homosexual 
teens. Commission supporters say gay and lesbian youths 
are two to three times more likely to attempt suicide than 
are heterosexual youths, and suicides represent the leading 
cause of death among gay and lesbian teens. “I regret that 
we’ve had to focus on these matters,” said Weld, noting that 
“tremendous” pressures on teens are “multiplied a number 
of times over” for gay and lesbian youths. 

Wofford Endorses Gay Rights Bill 

WASHINGTON - Sen. Harris Wofford, D-Penn., the 
newest member of the U.S. Senate, officially signed on to 
the Senate’s version of the federal gay and lesbian civil 
rights bill Feb. 4. “This is really a matter of fairness, 
frankly,” said David Stone, a Wofford press aide. “I think it 
would be Sen. Wofford’s view that (the gay rights bill) repre¬ 
sents ... a codification in the federal level of certain princi¬ 
ples that are already enshrined in our law (which ought to 
be) extended to every American.” With Wofford’s signing 
on the bill, the Senate measure now boasts an unprecedent¬ 
ed 15 official backers, including Sen. Alan Cranston, D- 
Calif., the bill’s lead Senate sponsor. A companion measure 
in the House has 101 official backers. The twin measures 
would ban discrimination on the basis of sexual orientation 
in the areas of housing, employment and public accommo¬ 
dation. — Cliff O'Neill 


Powell: Closeted Homosexuals OK 


Military Chief Backs Gay Ban

The chairman of the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff supports 
the military ban on gays and 
lesbians for fear they would 
find heterosexual soldiers 
“sexually attractive” and 
thereby distress them. 

Closeted homosexuals are 
not a problem, said the U.S.’ 
senior military commander 
Gen. Colin Powell, but open 
gays might undermine “order 
and discipline.” 

Powell fears the military 
could end up having to build 
separate barracks, showers 
and toilets for homosexuals. 

Powell’s remarks came 
Feb. 5 during a House of 
Representatives Budget Com¬ 
mittee hearing, under ques¬ 
tioning from gay U.S. Rep. 
Barney Frank (D-Mass.). 

“(The gay ban) is not a se¬ 
curity argument, and it is not 
an argument of performance 
on the part of homosexuals 
who might be in uniform, and 
it is not saying they are not 
good enough,” Powell said. “It 
is just my judgment and the 
judgment of the chiefs that 
homosexual behavior is in¬ 
consistent with maintaining 
good order and discipline. 

“What do I mean by that?” 
Powell asked. “I mean it is 
difficult in a military setting 
where there is no privacy, 
where you don’t get a choice 
of association, where you 
don’t get a choice of where 
you live, to introduce a group 
of individuals who are proud, 


brave, loyal, good Americans, 
but who favor a homosexual 
lifestyle, and put them in with 
heterosexuals who would pre¬ 
fer not to have somebody of 
the same sex find them sexu¬ 
ally attractive, put them in 
close proximity, ask them to 
share the most private facili¬ 
ties together, the bedroom, 
the barracks, latrines, the 
showers. I think that is a very 
difficult problem to give the 
military. I think it would be 
prejudicial to good order and 
discipline to try to integrate 
that in the current military 
structure.” 

Frank interrupted to point 
out that Secretary of Defense 
Dick Cheney has acknowl¬ 
edged there are gay men and 
lesbians in the military. “Is 
there any evidence of behav¬ 
ior problems?” Frank asked. 

“No,” Powell replied, “be¬ 
cause, as a matter of fact, they 
have kept so-called in the 
closet. It is quite a different 
thing when it is openly prac¬ 
ticed or openly known 
throughout the force and 
within the units. I think it 
makes very difficult manage¬ 
ment problems. 

“If I have heterosexual 
young men and women who 
choose not to have to be in 
close proximity because of 
different sexual preferences, 
am I then forced to face the 
problem of different accom¬ 
modations for homosexuals 
and heterosexuals and then 
sex within the homosexual 
community? 


“I think the burden of 
proof is not on us to say that 
that wouldn’t be prejudicial to 
good order and discipline, 
and the courts have consis¬ 
tently upheld that,” Powell 
said.' 

Activist Tim Drake, who 
recently stepped down as the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force’s expert on fight¬ 
ing the military gay ban, said, 
“It’s interesting that the first 
African-American chief of 
staff would support an argu¬ 
ment that not challenging the 
prejudices of others is a ne¬ 
cessity for maintaining a good 
working military. Neither 
Powell nor Cheney has of¬ 
fered any reason why the gay 
soldier should be the one vic¬ 
timized by the non-gay sol¬ 
dier’s prejudices. The prob¬ 
lem is clearly not that some¬ 
one is gay, the problem is 
that someone is bigoted.” 

Asked if, for example, gay 
men having unlimited access 
to view naked straight men 
isn’t somewhat akin to a het¬ 
erosexual man becoming in¬ 
visible and being free to wan¬ 
der through a women’s locker 
room, Drake laughed, saying, 
“The problem is that the pol¬ 
icy discriminates against sol¬ 
dier A not because of any¬ 
thing soldier A is doing but 
because of the discomfort of 
soldier B. It is not soldier A’s 
problem that soldier B is em¬ 
barrassed when he must 
stand naked in front of a gay 
man.” ▼

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N.Y. Transvestite's Murder 
Not Viewed as Hate Crime

NEW YORK - The brutal 
killing of a transvestite Feb. 8 
will not be classified as a bias 
crime, even though it was 
committed by a man enraged 
at finding that the prostitute 
he brought home was not a 
woman, police said. 

Augustin Rosado, 47, 
killed the male prostitute 
then leaped to his death from 
his fourth-floor Bronx apart¬ 
ment in a panic when police 
broke through his door, said 
Sgt. Tina Mohrmann, a police 
spokeswoman. 

The murder-suicide fol¬ 
lowed screaming and a vio¬ 
lent struggle about 12:25 a.m. 
that startled neighbors, who 
called police to the Bedford 
Park apartment at 2524 Cre- 
ston Ave., said Mohrmann. 


Based on what neighbors 
reported overhearing, police 
believe Rosado became furi¬ 


ous when he discovered that 
the prostitute he brought 
home dressed in women’s 
clothing was a man, 
Mohrmann said. 

In a frenzy, Rosado beat 
the prostitute with a metal se¬ 
curity bar and stabbed him 
with a screwdriver, she said. 

Responding officers found 
a barricaded door and forced 
their way inside, apparently 
causing Rosado to race out 
his window, jumping with 
such force that he hit the wall 
of an adjacent building, 
Mohrmann said. 

“He jumped out of the win¬ 
dow and fell to the alley,” she 
said. 

Mohrmann said detectives 
and the Bias Crime Unit did 
not plan to label the killing a 
bias crime. 

Such a designation would 
-affect statistics about bias 
crimes in the city. 

Matthew Foreman, execu¬ 
tive director of the Gay 8b 
Lesbian Anti-Violence Pro¬ 


ject, said police should recog¬ 
nize the anti-gay nature of the 
crime. 

“Dozens of male prosti¬ 
tutes are killed each year and 
there’s no explanation other 
than anti-gay hate,” he said, 
adding that murders of wom¬ 
en prostitutes often reflect 
sexist bias. 

“But this is the first time I 
can think of that witnesses 
overheard what transpired,” 
he said, adding, “It’s a classic 
reaction of men who pick up 
transvestites but are tortured 
about their own sexual orien¬ 
tation. It’s sad.” 

The name of the slain 
prostitute was not immediate¬ 
ly known, and detectives 
hoped to identify the victim 
through his fingerprints, 
Mohrmann said. 

Both men were pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene, 
where police recovered the 
weapons used in the bloody 
attack. ▼

that Jones relentlessly argued 
that there was no way the as¬ 
sailant could have known that 
he was gay. 

The paramedics at the 
scene didn’t take the blood¬ 
ied, semi-conscious Costa to 
the hospital, but told him to 
call a friend to take him 
home. 

When he finally got to the 
hospital on his own the next 
day, doctors told him he was 
lucky to be alive, and to have 
his vision. He lost the use of 
several fingers as well as his 
sense of taste. 

“The doctor said that (the 
assailant) knew what he was 
doing. Everything he did 
was to either kill me or para¬ 
lyze me,” Costa said. 

But the first three doctors 
reportedly refused to X-ray 
his head or hands, or to refer 
him to a physical therapist. 
And although he promised to 
file a medical report with the 
police department, the first 
doctor Costa saw apparently 
never has made the report. 

Finally, the district attor¬ 
ney representing Costa, Alan 
Kennedy, reportedly did not 
bother to discuss the case 
with him before the first hear¬ 
ing. 

The D.A.’s office and the 
Police Department refuse to 
classify the attack as a hate 
crime (though the assailant 
called Costa a faggot more 
than five times) or to charge 
attempted murder (though the 
assailant said, “I’ll kill you” 
while strangling Costa and 
pounding his head against the 
station wall). 

When called for comment, 
Ken Cady of the D.A.’s Office 
said, “We will not look at this 
as a hate crime and we abso¬ 
lutely will not consider any¬ 
thing other than assault and 
battery.” 

Costa said the system had 
been unresponsive and even 
hostile because both he and 
his assailant are black. 

“Every time a black per¬ 
son comes forward with a 
crime, people don’t believe 
them. All I want is for people 
to believe me. My whole life 
has been destroyed by this,” 
Costa said. ▼ 


Court May Reveal 
Victim's HIV Status

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. 
— A lawyer exposed to hepati¬ 
tis while performing mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation on an 
accident victim is seeking a 
court order to determine 
whether the victim also has 
AIDS. 

Connie Mederos-Jacobs, 38, 
an assistant state attorney for 
Manatee County, went to the 
aid of a 19-year-old man she 
saw dart through traffic and 
get hit by a truck Jan. 30. She 
wrapped him with her jacket 
and began performing car¬ 
diopulmonary resuscitation. 
She reportedly split her lip 
on the man’s teeth in the 
course of performing mouth- 
to-mouth breathing. 

Under a 1988 Florida law 
enacted to protect patient’s 
privacy, the Bayfront Medical 
Center in St. Petersburg was 
forbidden to notify Mederos- 
Jacobs that the man she saved 
had the liver disease hepatitis- 
B. But Mederos-Jacobs’ name 


was accidentally placed on 
the patient’s list of health 
workers entitled to patient in¬ 
formation. 

Normally, only ambulance, 
nursing and other medical 
staff are listed and thereby 
entitled to information on the 
person’s condition. 

Working from that list, a 
doctor told the woman the ac¬ 
cident victim had tested posi¬ 
tive for hepatitis. He report¬ 
edly also suggested she be 
tested for AIDS, although he 
did not reveal the victim’s 
HIV status. 

Under the 1988 confiden¬ 
tiality law, Mederos-Jacobs 
might never have known she 
was infected with hepatitis 
because good Samaritans 
have no right to patient infor¬ 
mation, according to Bayfront 
Medical Association 

spokeswoman Janan Talafer. 

“We’re really in an awk¬ 
ward situation,” Talafer said 
Feb. 11. “We think it’s tragic, 
but we followed a state law to 
protect a patient’s privacy.”^ 


Suspect Charged 
In Needle Stick Try

SPRINGFIELD, Mass. - A 
suspected burglar was indict¬ 
ed Feb. 5 on charges he tried 
to infect a policeman with the 
AIDS virus by stabbing him 
with a hypodermic needle 
during a break-in. 

Gary Walters, 32, of 
Springfield was arraigned on 
several charges, including 
armed assault with intent to 
murder, Hampden District 
Attorney William Bennett 
said. 

Walters allegedly stabbed 
Springfield Officer Giles 
Daigneau in the arm Nov. 30 
after Daigneau responded to 
a report of a break-in at a 
building in Springfield and 


confronted him, according to 
the indictment handed up by 
a Hampden County grand 
jury. 

The defendant has been 
determined through medical 
tests to be HIV positive, and 
there was an “indication” he 
used the needle before stab¬ 
bing Daigneau, Bennett said. 

It is still uncertain whether 
Daigneau contracted the 
AIDS virus from the stab¬ 
bing, and testing is being 
done to monitor his condition, 
the prosecutor said. 

Bennett said the indict¬ 
ment marked the first time 
his staff has handled a case of 
this nature, but believed there 
is some precedent for it na¬ 
tionwide. ▼

NIH Report Leaves 
Gallo on the Skids

Dr. Robert Gallo, who has 
profited enormously from the 
onset of AIDS, is guilty of 
deceit, according to National 
Institutes of Health. 

The results of NIH’s investi¬ 
gation released Feb. 10 mean 
that Gallo could lose his posi¬ 
tion as head of National Can¬ 
cer Institute’s Laboratory of 
Tumor Cell Biology. 

The NIH report, which 
slams Gallo for “an unhealthy

disregard” for professional 
ethics, also largely confirms ac¬ 
cusations of “scientific miscon¬ 
duct” brought against Gallo’s 
staff by the Office of Scientific 
Integrity'last August. 

The report strongly criti¬ 
cizes Dr. Mikulas Popovic, 
Gallo’s chief deputy, saying 
Popovic lacks “respect for 
truth and accuracy” in re¬ 
search. NIH recommends that 
Popovic be barred from par¬ 
ticipating in any further 
research for the federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

Louis Sullivan, secretary of 
Health and Human Services, 
will now review the report. 

If HHS sustains charges 
against Gallo and Popovic, 
they could lose patent rights to 
a widely used AIDS blood test. 
Each doctor has been paid 
$100,000 in royalties from the 
test each year since 1984. 

Doe Goewey, executive di¬ 
rector of Marin AIDS Project, 
said of the report, “Given the 
gravity of the situation, it’s a 
good thing.” He praised NIH 
for “taking a stand for in¬ 
tegrity.” 

Goewey said that personally 
he felt “a sense of outrage that 
a person would use something 
as grave as a pandemic to ad¬ 


vance their career.” 

Neither Raymond Baxter, 
San Francisco Health Depart¬ 
ment director, nor AIDS 
researchers with the depart¬ 
ment were available for com¬ 
ment at press time. 

“The entire incident is un¬ 
fortunate,” Steve Morin of Rep. 
Nancy Pelosi’s office said. “I’m 
very concerned that it could set 
research back. I’m more con¬ 
cerned that it could distract 
quality researchers from doing 
basic work on AIDS. We’re at 
a critical point in drug develop¬ 
ment which is very dependent 
on the basic science.” 

Morin expressed concern 
that censuring Gallo could 
mean reduced funding be¬ 
cause so far “we haven’t put 
the money into basic biomedi¬ 
cal research. NIH refuses to 
spend more than 10 percent of 
its budget on AIDS research 
for political reasons. It’s 
ridiculous.” 

Popovic, who no longer 
works for Gallo’s lab, con¬ 
tributed significantly to a 1984 
paper that NIH now says is 
fradulent. In that paper Gallo 
claimed to have discovered 
HIV, a claim he dropped last 
May after he came under con¬ 
gressional scrutiny. 

When Gallo made that 
claim, Dr. Luc Montagnier of 
Institut Pasteur in Paris ac¬ 
cused Gallo of stealing the 
research results. Montagnier’s 
charges caused Rep. John 
Dingell, D-Mich., to become 
involved on behalf of the 
House Energy and Commerce 
Committee. 

Popovic is the second of 
Gallo’s colleagues to be ac¬ 
cused of misconduct. Last 
March, Dingell investigated 
Dr. Prem Sarin, who is 
charged with taking $33,000 in 
bribes from domestic and 
foreign drug companies. ▼ 


Blood-Clotting Drug 
Shows Promise in HIV

New York’s Community 
Research Initiative on AIDS 
is launching a study of the 
drug pentoxifylline to see 
what activity it has against 
AIDS and human immunode¬ 
ficiency virus. 

Pentoxifylline is a govern¬ 
ment-approved treatment for 
“intermittent claudication,” a 
blood-clotting disorder in el¬ 
derly people that causes se¬ 
vere leg pain when walking. 

Pentoxifylline is marketed 
under the brand name 
“Trental” by Hoechst-Roussel, 
and some physicians are al¬ 
ready prescribing it for HIV 
infection and AIDS. 

Although formal clinical 
data attesting to pentoxi¬ 
fylline’s effectiveness are lack¬ 
ing, personal success stories 
circulating in the community 
suggest that it could be bene¬ 
ficial. 

The drug is known to be 
safe, with few effects other 
than to make blood flow 
more easily around arterial 
blockages. 

In AIDS, pentoxifylline’s 
interesting quality is its abili¬ 
ty to reduce production of tu¬ 
mor necrosis factor. 


TNF is a natural product 
that stimulates the immune 
system to destroy tumors, 
among other things. The level 
of TNF in people with AIDS 
is often abnormally high, and 
the substance has been associ¬ 
ated with fevers, loss of 
weight and anemia. 

Test tube studies also have 
shown that TNF promotes 
HIV replication in white 
blood cells and reduces the 
ability of AZT to protect un¬ 
infected cells from invasion 
by HIV. Some scientists think 
TNF is an important co-factor 
in the development of AIDS. 

Anthony Fauci, the federal 
government’s top AIDS re¬ 
search administrator, said, 
“We know for sure that tu¬ 
mor necrosis factor induces 
new transcription of HIV in 
vitro. We tested pentoxi¬ 
fylline, in vitro, and we con¬ 
firmed that it certainly blocks 
HIV induction in our test 
tube model system. We con¬ 
firmed it two or three times.” 

The CRLA study will at¬ 
tempt to quickly develop data 
on pentoxifylline’s effective¬ 
ness and safety in a 16-week 
pilot study. HIV-positive par-

AIDS-Like Viruses Found 
Common in IV Drug Users

BOSTON — Infection by 
two relatives of the AIDS 
virus is common among intra¬ 
venous drug users and in¬ 
creases sharply with age, fed¬ 
eral researchers said Feb. 5. 

A study of blood samples 
collected from 3,217 intra¬ 
venous drug users at 29 drug 
treatment centers around the 
country found one-third over 
the age of 44 were infected 
with either of two human T- 
cell lymphotrophic viruses 
known as HTLV-1 and 
HTLV-2. 

Overall, infection varied 
widely from city to city, from 


a low of less than 1 percent in 
Atlanta to a high of 17.6 per¬ 
cent in Los Angeles, re¬ 
searchers at the national Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control re¬ 
ported in the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

HTLV-1 can cause a rare, 
deadly form of leukemia and 
a paralyzing disease most 
common to inhabitants of the 
Caribbean and Central Amer¬ 
ica called chronic progressive 
myelopathy. 

However, Dr. Rima Khab- 
baz and co-researchers said 84 
percent of the drug users 
were infected with HTLV-2, 
which has not been consis¬ 
tently linked with any dis¬ 


ease. 

Although the clinical im¬ 
portance of HTLV-2 is not 
known, the scientists said it is 
possible that among people 
infected with the AIDS virus, 
it may act as a co-factor to ac¬ 
celerate the natural course of 
the disease. 

Because intravenous drug 
users are also at high risk for 
contracting the human im¬ 
munodeficiency virus, they 
said there is a need for more 
research on HTLV-2 and the 
symptoms or diseases with 
which it may be associated. 

Both HTLV-1 and HTLV-2 
are in the same family of 
viruses as HIV. ▼

for HIV-infected persons to 
work or function normally.” 

The Immune Enhance¬ 
ment Project administers 
herbal therapies and acupunc¬ 
ture in 12-week cycles, which 
many individuals elect to re¬ 
peat. Herbs with either antivi¬ 
ral or immune-stimulating ef¬ 
fects are used, but the prima¬ 
ry goal is to keep body func¬ 
tions balanced and working 
together. 

An initial priority is to 
ease conditions in the diges¬ 
tive tract, which is frequently 
a source of problems for peo¬ 
ple with impaired immune 
systems. 

Aside from the discomfort 
they cause, digestive troubles 
interfere with absorption of 
herbal and other medicines as 
well as nutritional elements. 

Young said, “We’re build¬ 
ing general constitutional 
strength, and the herbs work 
well with pharmaceutical 
medicines. One important 
benefit is that they balance 
out the side effects from the 
standard drugs.” 

One individual treatment 


factor the study did analyze 
was the use of the common 
anti-HIV medications. Half 
the IEP patients took either 
AZT, ddl or ddC. Results 
from the users or non-users 
were roughly the same, with 
the antiviral drug users re¬ 
porting a little less overall im¬ 
provement. 

For example, 65 percent of 
those on antivirals reported 
an increased sense of well-be¬ 
ing by the 12th week, where¬ 
as 81 percent of the other 
group felt they had improved 
by this time. (This may be be¬ 
cause the half that also took 
AZT, ddl or ddC was sicker 
than the other half.) 

A lack of funds kept IEP 
from testing for changes in 
the helper T-cell population, 
which is decimated by AIDS. 
A similar study by a Santa Fe 
group found that volunteers 
taking AZT in addition to the 
Chinese herbs had a smaller 
drop in helper T-cells. 

Although some people ex¬ 
perience digestive upsets or 
allergic reactions to Chinese 
herbs, the substances repre¬ 
sent a generally safe adjunct 
to AIDS therapies. By no 
means a cure, they may prove 
to be a cost-effective way to 
reduce symptoms and im¬ 
prove quality of life.V

An Upcoming Lavender Retreat?

J ust last month it looked, 
for a brief, glorious mo¬ 
ment, like there would 
be two openly gay/les¬ 
bian candidates for the 
state Legislature. If either 
won, it would make Califor¬ 
nia history. The newly rede¬ 
fined congressional districts 
had been cut to maximally 
disadvantage the regular 
Democratic incumbents (re¬ 
versing a neat job of gerry¬ 
mandering done by them 10 
years ago), and a couple of 
heavily queer/progressive 
zones were created as by¬ 
products. 

Cleve Jones announced 
that he was going to run for 
big-wig Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown’s seat, and city 
Supervisor Carole Migden de¬ 
clared for Sen. Milton Marks’. 
Polls showed both of them 
drawing more support than 
the establishment incum¬ 
bents. If both won, and at the 
same time the AB 101 initia¬ 
tive passed, it would be the 
statewide equivalent of San 
Francisco’s “Lavender 
Sweep” of last year, when 
Migden, Achtenberg and 
Tom Ammiano all won office 
and the domestic partner’s 
bill survived recall. It looked 
then like the Lavender Tide 
could sweep everything be¬ 
fore it. 

Since then there’s been the 
AB 101 veto by Gov. Pete 
Wilson and Frank Jordan’s 
election as mayor, which 
tended to roll back that tide. 

In any event, soon after the 
heady flurry of hats being 
tossed in the ring came the 
retreats. First, Jones “did 
lunch” with Brown and 
agreed not to run against him. 
Entirely coincidentally, at the 
same lunch, Brown agreed to 
get Jones a cushy job. 

Soon after, Migden an¬ 
nounced that, according to 
her consultant, it would be 
too difficult to raise the mon¬ 
ey needed to run against 
Marks and that she also had 
decided not to run. 

Finally, right on the heels 
of Migden’s announcement 
came the news that the AB 
101 initiative was being 
dropped as an uphill battle. 
They couldn’t even get the 
signatures to put it on the bal¬ 
lot; how could they expect to 
win it once it got there? 

Duke Effect 

Well, they couldn’t, and I 
for one drew a deep sigh of 
relief when I heard that it had 
been abandoned. I know the 
polls (taken right after the 
veto) showed two-thirds of 


Californians supporting equal 
rights for queers. But polls 
axe one thing and votes anoth¬ 
er altogether, as shown by the 
“Duke effect.” I foresaw the 
AB 101 initiative pulling ev¬ 
ery reactionary fundamental¬ 
ist in California out of the 
woodwork to vote against it — 
and at the same time that 
both Senate seats and the 
presidency were at stake. Not 
only would it lose, it would 
create a conservative backlash 
as well. 

The same reservation 
about polls applies in spades 
to Jones. Could Jones actually 
put together a campaign and 
run it victoriously against a 
heavyweight of Brown’s 
stature? Apparently Cleve 
doesn’t think so, and I agree 
with him wholeheartedly. 

The mainstream, notori¬ 
ously disinterested in and ig¬ 
norant about the queer com¬ 
munity, has always accepted 
Jones as our “representative” 
but I question how deep his 
queer support really runs. His 
main claim to fame is his 
quip to the effect that it was 
“time to pass out the 
Twinkles” on the night of the 
White Riot. A good line, I’ll 
grant you, but not quite the 
equivalent of leadership. He 
did found the Names Project, 
but some say it succeeded de¬ 
spite Jones, rather than be¬ 
cause of him. Certainly, sell¬ 
ing dead fags to the main¬ 
stream could hardly fail, and 
many HlVers aren’t real fond 
of “Cleve Jones and the Tem¬ 
ple of Doom.” (As the T-shirt 
says: “I went to Hades and all 
I got was this lousy quilt pan¬ 
el.”) 

A friend, who I’ll call Jim¬ 
my, complains that Jones 
served as a “Stalking Horse” 
(Webster’s: “a candidate put 
forward to divide the opposi¬ 
tion”). “If Jones hadn’t de¬ 
clared his candidacy, some 
other gay or lesbian politician 
might have,” Jimmy com¬ 
plained. “Now we’re left with 
nobody.” 

Others less sympathetic to 
Jones might have rather de¬ 
scribed him as a Judas Goat, 
the specially trained animal 
that leads the sheep into the 
slaughter pen and then quiet¬ 
ly slips out around the edge 
to work again another day. 
Maybe my Chicago upbring¬ 
ing has made me cynical 
about politics, but I think 
Jones did pretty well. He 
made something — a patron¬ 
age job — out of nothing, 
which was his realistic 
chance of unseating Brown. 
Just as the nuisance value of 
his shadow campaign peaked, 
he cashed in his chips and got 


out. I bet he’s a great poker 
player. 

The Milk Seat 

Now he’s set his sights on 
Harry Britt’s seat on the 
Board of Supervisors. This is 
usually called the “Milk seat” 
because it’s the one Britt was 
appointed to after Harvey 
Milk’s assassination, and be¬ 
cause after three terms there 
Britt hasn’t managed to do 
anything to put his own name 
on it. 

In fact, last year word got 
around that Britt would seek 
an early retirement as soon as 
he could line up a lucrative 
private sector job. Alas, his 
pathetic record in public of¬ 
fice didn’t evoke any offers 
(maybe he should’ve done 
lunch with Willie Brown). 
Then there was talk that he 
would resign just before May¬ 
or Art Agnos left office, since 
Art had promised to give “the 
Milk seat” to another gay 
man — probably Tim Wolfred. 
He didn’t, and for an awful 
moment it looked like he 
would resign anyway and let 
Jordan, who’d made no 
promises, appoint his succes¬ 
sor. 

Finally, Britt decided he 
would try to keep the seat 
warm until the end of the 
term. It’s all he’s ever done, 
so you wouldn’t think it’s 
such a big deal to do it a little 
longer. In many ways Jones is 
the perfect candidate for the 
Britt seat, which as defined 
stands (sits?) for occasional 
gestures of political correct¬ 
ness to demonstrate a purely 
nominal gay presence on the 
board. 

It is far from being his for 
the asking, however. Former 
Hongisto aide T.J. Anthony 
and Wolfred are both still 
possible contenders, despite 
the Lavender Retreat from re¬ 
gional politics. There may be 
an entire field of gay candi¬ 
dates in the supervisor race 
out to claim the Milk seat; 
there could even be another 
Lavender Sweep. 

I’m not counting on it, 
though. I’ll be happy if we 
manage not to lose “the Milk 
seat” altogether. 

It would be comforting to 
blame the Lavender Retreat 
entirely on personal factors, 
on Jones’ cutting a deal and 
on Migden caving into pres¬ 
sure from the Democratic Ma¬ 
chine, but the collapse of the 
AB 101 initiative proves oth¬ 
erwise. On the one hand the 
polls seemed to virtually 
promise it success; on the 
streets, though, the support 
just wasn’t there.

everything and anything ex¬ 
cept me.” 

But that, says Black Gay 
and Lesbian Leadership Fo¬ 
rum founder Phill Wilson, is 
changing. Look what’s hap¬ 
pening: Sandra Lowe, a bril¬ 
liant, in-your-face former 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund lawyer, is 
New York Gov. Mario Cuo- 
mo’s liaison to the lesbian and 
gay community. New York 
City Mayor David Dinkins 
picked tall, femme Dr. Mar¬ 
jorie Hill as his liaison. And 
last month Sherry Harris be¬ 
came the first open African- 
American lesbian in the 
United States to be elected to 
the Seattle City Council. 

Of course black gay men 
are making their presence felt 
too, including Wilson’s posi¬ 
tion as the Los Angeles City 
AIDS coordinator; Billy 
Jones, mental health commis¬ 
sioner for New York City; 
Dr. Tim Moragne, president 
of the National Association 
of Black Psychologists; and 
Alan Bell, who just revital¬ 
ized his BLK Magazine for 
on-the-racks national distri¬ 
bution. 

These black lesbian and 
gay leaders, among others, 
will attend the fifth annual 
National Black Gay and Les¬ 
bian Leadership Conference 
Feb. 13-17 at the Oakland 
Hyatt Hotel in Oakland. 

Lowe, Bell and San Fran¬ 
ciscans Gwen Avery and 
Earnest Andrews are slated 
to receive awards. 

One black woman who 
will garner special attention is 
Linda Villarosa, senior editor 
of Essence Magazine, the sec¬ 
ond largest black publication 
in America. 

Villarosa surprised many

people when she publicly 
“came out” in an Essence ar¬ 
ticle last year, co-written with 
her mother. The two will 
deliver a mother-daughter 
keynote address. 

Villarosa was on leave, 
Wilson says, when the very 
public flap between the Lead¬ 
ership Forum and Essence 
erupted in November 1990 
when the magazine refused a 
Forum ad after initially ac¬ 
cepting it with payment. 

Essence eventually 
backed down, but printed the 
ad too late for the February 
1991 conference. However, 
the magazine later featured a 
prominent article on black 
gays and lesbians in America. 

“Revisiting the Essence is¬ 
sue is very important,” Wil¬ 
son says. “It shows black 
gays and lesbians how impor¬ 
tant it is to come out and 
claim our role in the black 
community. And it speaks 
about how accepting that 
community can be if we en¬ 
gage in dialogue. Ultimately 
it came down to talk be¬ 
tween black people. It would 
not have worked if it had 
been an attack by the gay 
community on a black institu¬ 
tion with the two communi¬ 


ties pitted against each other.” 

The theme of the confer¬ 
ence this year is “Weaving the 
Future,” which Wilson says is 
a direct attempt to speak to 
the co-gender, not separatist, 
nature of the African-Amer¬ 
ican community. 

The metaphor of weaving 
the future also reflects the 
very visible role black gays 
and lesbians are taking on a 
national level, representing 
multilevels and groups in so¬ 
ciety as well as being role 
models for others to follow. 

The next National Black 
Gay and Lesbian Leadership 
Conference will be held in 
Los Angeles. The conference 
is always held at a major ho¬ 
tel on President’s weekend 
during Black History Month, 
a notion Ralph Ellison’s char¬ 
acter could never have fore¬ 
seen. ▼

ticipants with high levels of 
TNF will be divided into two 
groups for purposes of com¬ 
parison, one receiving the 
drug and the other nothing at 
all. , , 

CRIA was formed by a 
group of physicians and treat¬ 
ment advocates last year to 
replace the bankrupt Commu¬ 
nity Research Initiative. Its 
goal is to create an indepen¬ 
dent community-based AIDS 
research center. 

CRIA hopes to take advan¬ 
tage of the potential for pri¬ 
mary-care physicians to con¬ 
duct research into promising 
but overlooked AIDS-related 
therapies. 

CRIA is also studying the 
use of rifabutin for prevention 
of mycobacterium avium com¬ 
plex and the use of marinol, a 
marijuana derivative, to reduce 
weight loss. ▼

Nearly two dozen AIDS 
treatment buyers clubs re¬ 
ceive ddC from Jim Corti of 
Los Angeles, who imports the 
raw chemical from abroad 
and has it mixed with buffer 
and put in capsules by a U.S. 
vitamin company. (Corti was 
unavailable for comment this 
week.) The 10,000 buyers 
mostly take ddC along with 
AZT in the belief that the 
combination is much more ef¬ 
fective than either drug alone. 

Right now, the only unoffi¬ 
cial outlet for ddC that the 
FDA has allowed to continue 
is the Fight for Life 
PWAHA in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. Unique among the clubs, 
the Ft. Lauderdale group ob¬ 
tains ddC in pills from a Eu¬ 
ropean pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany. The FDA found only 
minimal variations in these 
pills. 

People around the country 
can order ddC from Ft. Laud¬ 
erdale, although supplies are 
tight. According to Fight for 
Life chair Lenny Kaplan, “We 
get shipments every other 
day, but they go fast. Six 
thousand pills came in this 
morning, and they were gone 
by 1 p.m.” The pills are con¬ 
siderably more expensive 
than the capsules; they cost 
$25 for a week’s supply rather 
than $49 for six weeks’ worth. 

Another option is to switch 
to the approved drug ddl, 
which may work as well as 
ddC in combination with 
AZT. This option is more ex¬ 
pensive, with a cost of $170 
per month, ddl also has a 
high rate of toxic side effects, 
even if tighter quality control 
during manufacturing makes 
for a product more consistent 
than underground ddC 
According to AIDS special¬ 
ist Dr. Marcus Conant, “We 
need an ensured supply of 
ddC, both for those who can’t 
tolerate AZT and ddl and for 
those who are convinced they 
want to take combination 
therapy. ... There isn’t an im¬ 
mediate emergency. A two-to- 
three week cutoff won’t do 
any harm because the disease 
progresses so slowly. Besides, 
most of my patients say they 
have a month’s supply stored 
up. A longer gap in treatment 
will be a problem, though.” 

Over at Project Inform, di¬ 
rector Martin Delaney 
pledged that “this will not 
end with people being cut off 
jf from ddC.” Delaney was on 
| his way to Washington at the

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deed prepared to step into the 
breach. 

“Right now, the company 
is using supply problems as a 
delaying tactic,” said Owens, 
“but we’re not going to let 
them get away with it. They 
must have the production ca¬ 
pacity because they expect 
ddC to be officially approved 
in a few months.” 

Hoffmann-La Roche offi¬ 
cials refused to confirm or 
deny making any such com¬ 
mitment, saying only that 
they have entered into pre¬ 
liminary discussions with the 
FDA on the question. The 
federal agency would have to 
OK any change in the ex¬ 
panded access program. 

Roche representatives 
were obviously most enthusi¬ 
astic about the idea of having 
the FDA hurry up its review 
process so that the company 
could legally market its drug. 
Without special measures, 
FDA approval of ddC could 
not come before this summer 
at the earliest. 

The FDA was similarly 
mum about its discussions 
with Roche. Spokesperson 
Brad Stone noted that a 
change in the expanded ac¬ 
cess program could receive 
official blessing within a few 
weeks if the company re¬ 
quested it. 

Stone was, however, fairly 
definite about not letting the 
buyers clubs resume selling 
ddC. “It would be hard to ig¬ 
nore because of the potential 
dangers. For now, we are ex¬ 
pecting sales will cease,” he 
said. 

ddC is the first of what 
might be a series of boot¬ 
legged experimental AIDS 
drugs sold through buyers 
clubs. The current uproar has 
put this possibility in jeop¬ 
ardy. Even before the ddC 
question came up, the FDA 
was preparing a series of in¬ 
spections to check on buyers 
clubs’ inventories and prac¬ 
tices. 

The agency was able to act 
very quickly in the ddC case, 
blocking sales less than a 
month after questions were 
raised as to the product’s con¬ 
sistency. The agency moved 
decisively despite a year’s his¬ 
tory of increasingly popular 
underground ddC sales that 
proceeded without com¬ 
plaints. In the future, stricter 
government scrutiny may ren¬ 
der the buyers clubs still less 
able to carry out unorthodox 
practices. They could face a 
heightened risk of immediate 
disruption if something 
alarmed federal officials. ▼

I think Migden and Jones 
both read the signs right. Al¬ 
though the queer community 
has been radicalized and uni¬ 
fied by recent attacks, this 
doesn’t necessarily translate 
into electoral victory, not by a 
long shot. Our task now, and 
it’s daunting enough, is to 
hold onto what to we’ve got 
on the municipal level, not to 
take the state Assembly by 
storm. 

“Win or lose, we’d learn 
where we stand!” was a popu¬ 
lar slogan among those gung- 
ho for the AB 101 initiative. 
Girlfriend, you haven’t fig¬ 
ured that one out yet? Our po¬ 
sition is at the back of the 
bus, and demonstrating this 
on a statewide level is only 
going to make it worse. A

it is here. And that gives peo¬ 
ple confidence as a communi¬ 
ty, as individuals. 

Can you walk down a Lon¬ 
don street holding another 
man’s hand? 

Well, you could. I 
wouldn’t recommend it, 
though. 

What do you feel when you 
see a more open gay pres¬ 
ence here? 

Profound ambivalence, ac¬ 
tually. I do feel tremendously 
seduced and attracted, aware 
of the amount of work it’s 
taken. At the same time, I 
feel very threatened indeed. 
As a European, as an English¬ 
man, it terrifies me. We don’t 
have anything remotely like 
that. I become aware how ho¬ 
mophobia is so passively ac¬ 
cepted in Europe. 

I’m well aware that lesbians 
and gay men are hated in 
America — but when I read 
the kinds of things the 
mainstream press in Britain 
gets away with saying about 
gay people, it’s astonishing. 

Yes, what we’re up against 
in Britain is much more 
threatening than here in the 
States. The scale of it — 
around-the-clock, merciless 
bigotry. Massive institutional¬ 
ized homophobia. And most 
gay men in Britain read the 
Sun or the Daily Telegraph 
or whatever, just like every¬ 
one else does. And this is 
their only source for health 
education, and it’s wretchedly 
bad. 

The bottom line in Britain 
is that most gay men, even in 
London, have never met any 
one with AIDS. Perhaps they 
know someone who is HIV 
positive — or know someone 
who knows someone. The 
gay press does exist, but what 
are the kinds of filters and 
permissions which allow 
someone to even pick up a 
gay paper or magazine in 
Britain? I’m not only talking 
about working-class gay men, 
who might be resistant. A lot 
of middle- or upper-class 
British gay men have the atti¬ 
tude: “My dear, the Gay 
Times, how vulgar.” 

What are the AIDS num¬ 
bers in England? 

We’re just over 5,000 diag¬ 
nosed cases. That’s out of 
60,000,000 people. Our health¬ 
care system works very well. 
The problem is our ability to 
educate people, to target risk 
groups, to understand the epi¬ 
demic and deal with it. 
That’s a very bleak picture, in 
all of Europe. 

Was there a particular event 
that politicized you regard¬ 
ing AIDS? 

I recently read a marvelous 
article by Eve Sedgewick 
which suggested that basical¬ 
ly gay men have been sen¬ 
tenced to death for being gay. 
And I think she’s right. If you 
have to live with these kinds 
of consequences of homopho¬ 
bia, it changes your whole 
life. I’m representative of a 
generation of Europeans who 
were effectively Euro-Ameri- 
canized through post- 
Stonewall politics. I spent a 
lot of time in New York. 
And a lot of friends got sick. 
So, strong identification, I 
suppose. Seeing the conse¬ 
quences of the epidemic and 
the monstrous behavior of the 
Reagan administration. 

In England, of course, the 
parallel was Thatcherism. 


The irony in Britain is that 
because of the immense ho¬ 
mophobia, we never had the 
bathhouses, the sites where 
HIV could have been more 
widely spread. Such places 
were not legal, so our epidem¬ 
ic was slower to take off. 
Seeing that we had a tiny 
window of advantage in the 
U.K. — we are running four or 
five years behind your epi¬ 
demic — we felt we could do 
something, maybe. That was 
the issue for us. 

Has the window of advan¬ 
tage worked? 

Unevenly, unpredictably. 

The American point of view 
regarding AIDS — to the ex¬ 
tent there is such a thing — 
changes every few months, 
with the latest media story. 
Currently, I perceive an ab¬ 
solute equation between be¬ 
ing gay and having AIDS. 

Of course, it’s absurd. And 
my crusade is to encourage 
people, straight or gay, to go 
to the gay press for their in¬ 
formation. I have always 
said, if you are reading any 
journal or newspaper that 
doesn’t respect you enough to 
make the distinction between 
HIV and AIDS, or between 
being gay and being sick, 
don’t pay attention, it’s igno¬ 
rant. 

In America, it seems to me, 
lesbian and gay issues are 
somewhat low on the list 
for the conventional Left 
movement, or what remains 
of it. The environment and 
animal rights come before 
homophobia, anti-gay vio¬ 
lence, even AIDS. 

Really? Rain forests and 
so on? Well, I’m denounced 
all the times by European 
leftists. Those cranky lu¬ 
natics from the Revolutionary 


Communist Party wrote an 
18-page tract about me. Obvi¬ 
ously, what’s going on in Eu¬ 
rope right now has extraordi¬ 
nary significance. It’s the 
biggest thing since Napoleon, 
if not since the break up of 
the Roman Empire. God 
knows what’s going to hap¬ 
pen. 

Of course, I grew up loving 
America. In school we stud¬ 
ied the Constitution and the 
New Deal. Now, I talk to un¬ 
dergraduates in universities, 
they’ve never even heard of 
the New Deal. I want to cry. 
That America hardly exists 
anymore. Except, for me, in 
queer culture. Queers seem 
to have retained some sense 
of right, of history, of action. 

In your writing, you concen¬ 
trate very much on includ¬ 
ing gay men in the British 
perception of, and response 
to, AIDS. I think that has 
been a constant struggle for 
American gay men with 
AIDS — needing to see our¬ 
selves represented, but not 
exploited or blamed. 

When I come to America, 
I see the scale of the loss. 
Most people I know in New 
York are staggering around, 
whether they’re HIV positive 
or negative, just numbed 
from the last decade. People 
have lost entire networks. In 
London, sadly, I don’t feel the 
culture has that sense of loss. 
In London, we don’t count. 
Gay men are just a few hair¬ 
dressers. 

Tragic, because a city with¬ 
out queers is a place you 
don’t want to be. We illus¬ 
trate the variety of life. We 
facilitate culture. I don’t say 
this to set us back into a 
stereotype of being artistic or 
whatever. It’s just to ac¬ 
knowledge our contribution, 
and it’s being lost in America. 


The whole richness of urban 
life is threatened. We’ll end 
up with this truly horrifying 
vision of a heterosexual, pro- 
family America. 

Everyone wearing beige. 

Terrible. ▼

lesbian community. 

Militello declined to com¬ 
ment on the dismissal of the 
charges. 

“I was simply a witness. I 
did not conduct the investiga¬ 
tion. All I can say is that there 
is an ongoing investigation 
and I cannot and will not 
make any further comments,” 
Militello said. 

Montesano said that at 
least one officer said in pre¬ 
trial preparation that he was 
“fairly confident” that 
Bukowski had engaged in 
criminal activity but the DA 
was not satisfied the testimo¬ 
ny would hold up in court. 

Bukowski said he attend¬ 
ed the Sept. 30 march 
and rally that ended in a riot 
at the State Building as a le¬ 
gal observer and that he did 
not engage in illegal activity. 

Court hearings are sched¬ 
uled next month for Peter 
Altman and Alan David 
Kalbrofsky, two other ac¬ 
tivists who face charges in the 
riot. 

One activist, Ron Smith, 
has been in jail on charges 
stemming from the incident 
since October. 

Smith, also known as 
Michael Haynes, was arrested 
in Los Angeles on charges 
connected with AB 101 
protests and returned to San 
Francisco to face local 
charges following his convic¬ 
tion and sentencing in LA. ▼

of the agreement they signed 
with the United Way,” which 
states that the Boy Scouts 
will “adopt and practice a 
non-discrimination program 
acceptable to the United Way, 
whereby (it) actively seeks to 
hire and promote individuals 
and provide services without 
regard to race, creed, color, 
sex or sexual orientation.” 

In addition, the activists 
will demand that the United 
Way require “that the Boy 
Scouts immediately be pro¬ 
hibited from getting access to 
any general funds of the Unit¬ 
ed Way until they make a 
written and public statement 
that they no longer discrimi¬ 
nate.” 

The group points to the 
Scouts’ refusal to change, even 
after the San t rancisco ana 
San Jose school boards decid¬ 
ed to expel them, as evidence 
that they will not budge until 
they feel a financial pinch. 

They say that United Way 
Chicago’s actions toward re¬ 
moving funding from the 
Scouts provides a model for 
United Way Bay Area to fol¬ 
low. 

According to Woods, the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund par¬ 
ticipated in a news conference 
Feb. 11 in Washington, D.C., 
calling for a boycott of the 
United Way to protest its con¬ 
tinued funding of the Boy 
Scouts. ▼

Will Gay Concerns 
Over Oliver Stone's 
'Mayor' Derail the 
Picture?

/ / FBI hose dumb gays 
I 1 out there who 
know nothing 
JL about making mo¬ 
vies want to have a gay direc¬ 
tor. I wouldn’t let Gus Van 
Sant near one of my books. 
He makes ‘art’ — I make jour¬ 
nalism. I know 20 gay people 
who saw JFK and not one of 
them thought it was homo- 
phobic. ... Besides, it’s nice to 
have a straight person around 
to get his take.” 

So says Randy Shilts in de¬ 
fense of film director Oliver 
Stone this past Monday in re¬ 
sponse to questions about 
what appears to be a bur¬ 
geoning gay protest over 
Stone’s involvement in the 
film version of Shilts’ The 
Mayor of Castro Street. 

At this writing, Stone is 
still set to produce and direct 
Shilts’ account of the life and 
times of Harvey Milk. Should 
the community be apprehen¬ 
sive about this? A number of 
gay organizations, including 
Out in Film, a movie-industry 
gay networking group, and 
film critics, among them The 
Advocate's David Ehren- 
stein, have questioned — 
because of past insensitivity to 
gay issues and other supposed 
deficiencies — whether Stone 
should be the one to bring the 
life of community icon Milk to 
the screen. 

In a fax sent to the B.A.R. 
earlier this month, Out in 
Film demanded that lesbians 
and gays be ensured technical 
and other employment on the 
shoot. Others hint at major ac¬ 
tions at the film site if Stone 
helms the picture. 

Still in Development 

As The Mayor of Castro 
Street project is still “in de¬ 
velopment,” as they say in 
Hollywood, it may not be the 
right time for the community 
to be butting into the creative 
process (“It takes less than 
what people have been talk¬ 
ing about doing to derail a 
film still in pre-production,” 
says Richard Jennings of the 
new pro-gay industry group 
Hollywood Supports), but 
Stone’s history regarding ho¬ 
mosexual themes is a mixed 
one. The case against him 
hinges on three films: Mid¬ 
night Express, The Doors 
and the recent JFK. 

Stone as Midnight Ex¬ 
press’ scriptwriter is said to 
have removed all homosexu¬ 
ality of the film’s hero, Billy 
Hayes, from the finished 
screenplay, despite protests

Mixes Personal 
Fantasy, Asian 
Influences in His 
Photographs

F reddie Niem’s pho¬ 
tographs are such a 
strong mixture of per¬ 
sonal fantasy and 
Asian mythology that he sur¬ 
prised me when he said a few 
weeks ago, as we sat down to 
discuss them, “My back¬ 
ground isn’t important. I don’t 
want to talk about it.” 
“Really?” 

“Really.” 

He loosened up a little af¬ 
ter we got to know each other 
and broke his own rule. I had 


learned earlier from the intro¬ 
duction to Sons of the Moon 
(Orchid House, $45) that he 
was born in Shanghai, that he 
was introduced at a young 
age to the work of the Renais¬ 
sance masters, that he first 
started toying with a 120 
Rollei camera at age 13, that 
he came to America 10 years 
ago “to escape persecution 
and find personal and cre¬ 
ative freedom.” 

Niem may not like to talk 
directly about his life, but his 
photographs nevertheless re¬ 
veal a number of cultural in¬ 


fluences: the Chinese Moon 
Festival, Keith Haring, samu¬ 
rai legends, European classi¬ 
cism, AIDS activism and erot¬ 
ic art. His work is distinctly 
Asian while at the same time 
exhibiting a “gay,” postmod¬ 
ern sensibility. 

Niem presents Asian men 
as sensual and exotic, though 
not as sex objects. When I 
look at his photographs, they 
recall my Chinese roots, all 
the while reminding me how 
unusual it is, in this culture in 
which he and I now live, to 
see Asian men so loving and 


playful and romantic. 


William Wong. Of all your 
photos, one that struck me 
the most was a quiet mo¬ 
ment between four men 
that you titled After 
School. Tell me a little 
about that photo and about 
your artistic strategy in gen¬ 
eral. 

Freddie Niem: That one is 
in a chapter called “Day 
Dream.”

In The Doors, Andy Warhol 
and his gay contingent are 
presented as degenerate 
fiends from the deep and the 
chief instruments in destruc¬ 
tion of innocent naif Jim 
Morrison. (The film presents 
Morrison as a straight, hippie 
Valley boy when in reality he 
practiced all forms of sexual 
exploration.) 

The Most Homophobic 
Film Ever Made? 

With JFK, which Ehren- 
stein dubs “the most homo- 
phobic film ever made,” the 
situation is more prickly. The 
film’s primary gay characters 
— Tommy Lee Jones’ slime- 
ball, Mr. Moto-ish Clay Shaw 
and Joe Pesci’s maniacal, Sol¬ 
dier of Forfune-esque David 
Ferrie (the latter intercut 
throughout the film with im¬ 
ages of the rats he raises at 
home) — are, to some, blatant 
caricatures who bear more of 
a resemblance to Hollywood 
stereotypes of homosexuals 
than to the actual parties. 
Though some of Stone’s de¬ 
tractors do note that the 
streetwise hustler played by 
Kevin Bacon somewhat off¬ 
sets the above depictions, giv¬ 
en the lurid portrait of gay 
life in New Orleans others 
wonder how sensitive Stone 
really is to gay issues and gay 
representation. 

On a recent Oprah Win¬ 
frey installment, Stone de¬ 
fended JFK for a number of 
its alleged factual flaws. At 
one point, an innocuous-seem¬ 
ing woman who looked like 
your average suburban bouse 
wife asked, “Why is your film 
so homophobic?” 

Stone’s response was to 
hold up what he said was a 
letter from Shilts applauding 
JFK and “refuting these 
claims of homophobia.” At 
the show’s end, when Oprah 
inquired about his current 
projects, Stone disingenuous¬ 
ly neglected to mention that 
he was filming Shilts’ book, 
which might have accounted 
for the endorsement. (The 
whole episode kept remind¬ 
ing me of a friend who says 
of Shilts, “Anyone who in¬ 
vented Patient Zero is no 
friend of the gay communi¬ 
ty.”) 

Not surprisingly, Shilts 
backs Stone in this brouhaha. 
Why shouldn’t he? A lot more 
copies of Randy’s book will 
be sold when the movie sur¬ 
faces. A “script consultant” to

The Mayor of Castro Street 
project, Shilts has nothing but 
praise for Stone.

the action of the film. The 
development of the characters 
will come later. When we’re 
done, people are going to love 
this script.” 

For all the hubbub that’s a- 
brewing, this project isn’t all 
that far along. The casting is 
hardly settled and Zadan the 
producer hasn’t “actually spo¬ 
ken to Stone in months. It’s 
still not 100 percent sure 
he’ll end up being the actual 
director. He still has to make 
that decision. ... But without 
his hands on this project, it 
wouldn’t get made. We need

homophobia That’s how gays 
behaved in the 1960s. No one 
was ‘out’ back then. That was 
the mentality, drag shows and 
camp. Besides all the gay 
stuff is really incidental.” 

When I point out Stone’s 
track record on other projects, 
Shilts is equally combative. 

“As far as Midnight Ex¬ 
press goes, wasn’t that back 
in the 70s, the Dark Ages? 
Shouldn’t there be a statute 
of limitations as far as these 
things go?” 

And as for Andy Warhol’s 
treatment in The Doors, 
“That’s the way he was, the 
scum of the earth. A closet 
case who didn’t do a thing for 
gay people. Oliver’s treatment 
is perfect, totally accurate. 
And he’s totally committed to 
my project. It’s good that he 
likes rocking the boat, and 
those gays who don’t buy into 
Stone are full of shit, wanting 
their arty gay directors to 
steer my project. Only Stone 
can get it made. Hollywood 
will only listen to him.” 

(OK. So in order to get this 
“vision” up there on the 
screen, we have to kowtow to 
Stone’s power-broker charis¬ 
ma. I guess we don’t have our 
Spike Lee’s — or Barbra 
Streisands — yet, an idea that 
Out in Film’s ScottRobbe 
finds particularly irksome: 
“You see Spike Lee getting 
the chance to do the life of 
Malcolm X. Why not the 
same for our civil rights icon, 
Harvey Milk?” Robbe asked 
recently.) 

The Mayor’s openly gay 
producer Craig Zadan, while 


echoing much of Shilts’ 
rhetoric (and he ups the ante 
to 30 gay people who didn’t 
find JFK homophobic), takes 
a more conciliatory tone: “As 
far as Midnight Express 
goes, that was Alan Parker’s 
directorial decision. The 
screenwriter has nothing to 
do with it. And as for The 
Doors, that was supposed to 
be a psychedelic vision.” (Oh, 
so you mean on acid it’s OK 
to bait gays?) 

Pro-Gay Film 

“The Mayor of Castro 
Street,” Zadan continues, “is 
a pro-gay film, a gay rights 
film. We want everyone’s co¬ 
operation there (SF) when we 
start filming. We want the 
community to be there for us. 
To be extras during the film¬ 
ing of the candlelight march.” 

The obvious similarity that 
they are historical re-creations 
about slain heroes aside, 
Zadan asserts that ‘ JFK and 
The Mayor of Castro Street 
are two different projects. 
This is the first time ever that 
a mainstream movie about 
gays will reach millions.” 

When I mention Longtime 
Companion and My Own 
Private Idaho, each of which 
has turned a tidy profit, 
Zadan reminds me that the 
scale is much different with 
The Mayor. For Shilts and 
Zadan it comes down to Hol¬ 
lywood Big Bucks versus lim¬ 
ited art house allure: “Those 
(Companion, Idaho) are art 
films appealing to a tiny sec¬ 
tor of the population.” 

But will Milk be allowed 
to be Milk in The Mayor of 
Castro Street or will he be 
compromised to reach those 
millions Zadan and Shilts 
crave? 

“Yes, there will be physical 
affection between men on 
film,” Zadan asserts, adding 
later, “David Franzone’s bril¬ 
liant script will leave people 
weeping their eyes out.” 

Not so, says Robbe. “In the 
draft of The Mayor of Castro 
Street that a source of ours 
read, there was no physical 
intimacy depicted between 
the same-sex partners.... This 
is why we’re getting involved 
now. You have to ask the 
hard questions and put on the 
pressure early on. ... The gay 
community has been lied to 
before.” 

“Anybody who claims to 
have read the script stole it,” 
Zadan said right as we were go¬ 
ing to press. “There have been 
20 early drafts. In the early 
drafts we basically just laid out

Calvin Klein Visits I. Magnin 

Gotterdammerung 


Performance

P erplexed by mixed 
signals from his I. 
Magnin hosts and a 
loitering crowd of cu¬ 
rious fans, Calvin Klein stum¬ 
bled through last week’s 
semi-public appearance like a 
deer on the first day of hunt¬ 
ing season. Ten tumultuous 
years have passed since Klein 
last staged a fashion show in 
San Francisco and, a decade 
later, the designer bears little 
resemblance to his former 
self. 

At 49, Klein’s once boyish 
good looks have weathered 
badly. Painfully thin in his 
double-breasted gray flannel 
suit, Klein’s photogenic 
cheekbones are now all too 
prominent. His complexion 
seems peculiarly ruddy, espe¬ 
cially in contrast to the porce¬ 
lain tones of his hands and 
neck. Klein’s face and fore¬ 
head display that artificially 
reddened blush Caucasians 
acquire from things like ex¬ 
cessive drinking, severe em¬ 
barrassment, or in reaction to 
certain types of medication. 

The fashion show on 
Magnin’s second floor pre¬ 
sented Klein’s spring collec¬ 
tion for women. It was an in¬ 
vitation-only event for 100 
spectators and, at Klein’s re¬ 
quest, the press was actively 
discouraged from attending — 
a highly unusual move for the 
bankrupt Macy’s corporation 
(which owns I. Magnin) and 
the financially strapped 
Calvin Klein empire. In 1990 
Calvin Klein Sport, which 
produces 80 percent of 
Klein’s total corporate in¬ 
come, sustained an operating 
loss of $14 million. Corporate 
acquisitions have also saddled 
the Klein organization with a 
junk bond debt that approach¬ 
es $55 million. 

Klein’s spring line for 
women contains the type of 
clothes Chanel would be de¬ 
signing if she were still alive. 
It consists of simple tailored 
suits and dresses, without col¬ 
lars, rendered in peach, rose, 
black and brown tones. Se- 
quined evening gowns are 
usually in white, with leg-re¬ 
vealing vertical slits. 

Classically Conservative 
It is a classically conserva¬ 
tive line that reflects the 


tastes of the society patrons 
invited to the I. Magnin show. 
Evening gowns start around 
$3,000; a wool crepe jacket 
with matching pants costs 
about $1,000; and a Calvin 
Klein silk crepe dress retails 
for $1,400. 

After the fashion show, 
Klein awkwardly faced the 
public for a few moments, fi¬ 
nally declining autographs 
with the statement, “I’m not 
here to sign autographs but to 
help people try on clothes.” 
Immediately after the show, 
Klein’s outfits were wheeled 
directly from the runway into 
the Klein boutique, but there 
seemed to be a dearth of seri¬ 
ous buyers. 

One Magnin employee did 
her best to produce paying 
clients, personally introducing 
them to Klein with the line, 
“Now here’s a good cus¬ 
tomer.” The designer was 
pleasant and helpful, but he 
retreated from the general 
public, hiding out in the inner 
sanctum of his boutique. 
Magnin personnel seemed un¬ 
sure as to whether this was a 
public or private event and, 
consequently, provided little 


guidance. 

Klein himself has taken a 
lot of bashing in the press 
since his marriage to his for¬ 
mer design assistant Kelly 
Rector. The Kleins cashed 
out his holdings in Key West 
and Fire Island before they 
began restoring their 100- 
year-old residence in East 
Hampton. Klein now un¬ 
equivocally asserts, “I’m not 
gay.” Yet his designs for men 
seem inspired by a Green¬ 
wich Village aesthetic, and 
they are promoted in highly 
homoerotic ad campaigns fea¬ 
turing photographs by Bruce 
Weber. 

Regardless of how one 
views Klein’s personal choic¬ 
es, his innovative designs and 
savvy marketing strategies 
transformed the fashion in¬ 
dustry in the ’80s. And his 
spring line for women clearly 
establishes that the designer 
has not lost his touch. Individ¬ 
ual human frailties, whatever 
they may be, are ultimately 
overshadowed by careers of 
great accomplishment. In the 
case of Calvin Klein, maybe it 
is time to be kind. ▼ 


Wayne's

T he Gospel According 
to Wayne: waves of 
gravity and time, 
Wayne Corbitt’s latest 
tour de force, is a magnificent 
expression of Corbitt’s life 
and experience as an African- 
American, S/M gay man with 
AIDS. Corbitt wrote and per¬ 
forms the show, directed by 
Brian Freeman of Porno Afro 
Homos. It plays Saturday 
nights at 10:30 p.m. for the 
rest of the month at The 
Marsh at Cafe Beano. 

Corbitt begins his perfor¬ 
mance with the poem “Identi¬ 
fy Yourself,” which establish¬ 
es the ground rules, so to 
speak, for what’s to come. 
Sounding like a pastor at a 
Pentecostal revival meeting, 
he intones, “Who I am is a 
proud African-American, ho¬ 
moradical person with AIDS 
living on the edge. I am no¬ 
body’s victim.” 

Part reminiscence, part re¬ 
flection and part spontaneous 
combustion (Corbitt has a 
script, but often leaves it, de¬ 
pending on what’s on his 
mind or if the day’s news af¬ 
fects him), The Gospel Ac¬ 
cording to Wayne is like a 
fast and furious amusement 
park ride. You’re never sure 
what’s coming, what’s around 
the corner — or whether you’ll 
be laughing, crying or scream¬ 
ing. In any case, the ride is an 
exhilarating one. 

Son of Preacher Woman 

It is no coincidence that 
you feel during The Gospel 
like you’re in the middle of a 
sanctified tent-house revival. 
Corbitt describes himself as 
the “jaded 38-year-old son of a 
preacher woman.” When he 
was young, it was “foretold” 
that he would go into preach¬ 
ing, which only made him 
shun anything religious. After 
years of reflection, Corbitt re¬ 
alized that preaching was his 
destiny, just not the kind of 
testifying his family envi¬ 
sioned for him. 

After traveling with his 
mother and siblings during 
summers through high school, 
making the rounds of the 
sanctified revival circuit, Cor-

bitt attended Indiana Univer¬ 
sity for two years before 
flunking out. After that, there 
followed a short stay at the 
Indiana State Mental Hospital 
before he fled and escaped In¬ 
diana. 

Three years of wandering 
later, Corbitt ended up in San 
Francisco, where he earned a 
living as a cook by day. By 
night he immersed himself in 
the incredible party that he 
found going on. And, as he 
says, “What a wild party it 
was: drugs, sex and sleaze 
with no apologies.” 

The onslaught of AIDS 
changed all that for Corbitt, 
but he has no apologies or re¬ 
grets for the life he chose to 
lead, and the changes he has 
been through have served as 
a catalyst for much of his 
writing since then. 

You never know what 
you’ll get in a Wayne Corbitt 
performance because he im¬ 
provises at will, but one thing 
that is always guaranteed is 
an exciting, eye-opening and 
intellectually challenging ad¬ 
venture. If you want to expe¬ 
rience the love, laughter and 
sorrow of a life that has truly 
been lived, check him out. ▼

A World Beat of Boys

H e begins the show 
wearing only a jock¬ 
strap and ends it 
naked. In between, 
Albert Antonio Araiza — who 
asks us to call him, simply, 
Beto — tells the stories of 
dozens of gay men and re¬ 
veals the naked soul of each. 
Yet Beto is such a wonderful 
actor and entertaining story¬ 
teller that he could perform 
his one-man show, Meat My 
Beat, clad in a Hefty garbage 
bag and still bewitch. 

For it is not his body — ap¬ 
preciable as it is with fine 
black hair skimming its 
hunky curves — which sells 
his show, but the men he em¬ 
bodies in it. Literally dozens 
of fellows, each delivered 
with the disarming immedia¬ 
cy of Beto’s direct and person¬ 
al address. 

Switching characters with 
a breathtaking versatility that 
even the computer-enhanced 
transformations of Michael 
Jackson’s “Black and White” 
video couldn’t keep up with, 
Beto introduces us in his 
opening alone to a rogue’s 
gallery of gay men, as he acts 
out the sex ads they have 
placed in the personals. In 
this montage we meet booz¬ 
ers, bikers, bears and daddy’s 
boys; bondage buddies, fuck 
buddies, Valley boys and 
Queer Nation activists — it’s a 
veritable world beat of boys 
who reveal themselves. 
Then, with the logic that only 
his scorchingly sexy perfor¬ 
mance makes possible, Beto 


follows this parade of turn¬ 
ons with his enactment of a 
recipe for Quiche Lorraine 
that’ll make you drool. 


In Meat My 
Beat , Bob pours 
from character 
to character 
like he was 
made of liquid 
metal.

Tonguing and Teasing 

Such are the sudden turns 
of Meat My Beat, in which 
the grandiose mayhem of gay 
life is constantly underscored 
by an insistence on the nor¬ 
mality of being different. 
Beto’s portrayals, rooted in 
our sexual identity, move re¬ 
peatedly to a broader, more 
enlightened view, which rec¬ 
ognizes us first as a cultural 
entity. He does this with a 
whirlwind tour that tongues 
the cracks and teases the 
crannies of gay identity with 
sharp, loving satire, didactic 
moments of soapboxing that 
are well-reasoned and suc¬ 
cinct, and, best of all, many 
bold moments of surprise 
where we meet ourselves 
anew. 


In playing Meat My Beat, 
Beto pours from character to 
character like he was made of 
liquid metal. But he’s no Ter¬ 
minator. He’s a liberator, 
bearing fresh empowerment 
from our stereotypes. 

Yet it’s not all rah-rah gay. 
Beto’s characters are prey to 
the inhibitions that cripple 
our minds and the diseases 
that thwart our bodies. 
These are sometimes over¬ 
come, sometimes not, and 
they keep Beto’s gallery rich¬ 
ly recognizable. 

The long monologue that 
is the centerpiece of Beto’s 
show best displays how 
Beto’s underdogs triumph. In 
it, a recently deserted bar 
queen downs a couple shots 
of tequila and boozily reads 
the beads of the lover who 
jilted him. After preaching a 
little, the scene bears the sud¬ 
den fruit of a nifty little 
epiphany. Oh, boy, I liked it, 
and no, I won’t reveal what it 
is. It’s your joy to find it 
fresh for yourself. It’s a reaf¬ 
firmation of the gay identity 
at exactly the place where we 
least expect it and quite a 
gift — like most of Beto’s 
show. 

Shaken Yet Consoled 

This scene is followed by 
the sexy reverie of a young 
Chicano boy for his all-Amer¬ 
ican neighbor, who proves 
quite unexpectedly fulfilling. 
It’s delicious. In an earlier 
tricky scene, Beto fulfills the 
announced promise of 
“graphic sexual interaction,”

with an audience volunteer 
and a pair of surgical gloves. 

Having stirred up the scent 
of our loving and our sense of 
belonging, Beto’s last scene 
unexpectedly drops us into 
the unyielding grasp of our 
disease, to leave us shaken 
yet somehow consoled. Yet 
his embracing grasp dispels 
fear in the face of despair. A 
unique, much-appreciated 
feat. And though I saw the 
show on opening night in the 
company of a scant dozen — 
scandalous, when Beto should 
be playing to adoring crowds 
— he was unstinting, holding 


back nothing. The theatre 
was washed with his perfor¬ 
mance skills, his sharp in¬ 
sight, his love for our commu¬ 
nity. Despite a title that 
seems rather limiting, Meat 
My Beat is about as unlimit¬ 
ed in provocative images, stir¬ 
ring messages and exciting 
acting as an evening can be, 
urging us on toward the most 
improbably wonderful possi¬ 
bilities of queerness.

Genteel Strauss, 
Discreet 'Carmen'

V alid traditional opera 
flourishes in Califor¬ 
nia, even beyond the 
confines of San Fran¬ 
cisco, as recent performances 
of Strauss’ Der Rosenkavalier 
in San Diego (Jan. 29) and 
Bizet’s Carmen in Los Ange¬ 
les (Feb. 1) will attest. 

The Strauss was a particu¬ 
lar delight, brimming with 
young, vibrant (mostly Amer¬ 
ican) singers, giving rise to 
that rare operatic occasion in 
which the listener actually 
looked forward to hearing ev¬ 
ery voice encountered 
throughout the evening. No 
caterwauling Gwyneth Jone¬ 
ses marred the performance’s 
spirit. 

Ashley Putnam’s 

Marschallin was less the 
haughty grande dame and 
more the playful yet touching 
loser in love. Barbara Kil- 
duffs plucky soubrette So¬ 
phie made her mark, while 
Artur Korn’s restrained Ochs 
negotiated his tricky bass role 
with aplomb. 

But it was Susanne 
Mentzer’s creamy mezzo and 
commanding presence that 
caused her center stage Octa- 
vian to genuinely flirt with ec¬ 
stasy. All the supporting roles 
— Jorge Lopez-Yanez’ con¬ 
trolled Singer, Suzanna Guz¬ 
man’s breathtaking Annina 
and Patricia Minton Smith’s 
Marianne (the most melliflu¬ 
ous assumption of this assign¬ 
ment I’ve ever encountered) — 
were first class. 

Allen Charles Klein’s 
wacky rococo designs and 
Wolfgang Weber’s bordering- 
on-vulgar direction stressed a 
conventional and “sane” ren¬ 
dition. Heinz Fricke’s no-non¬ 
sense conducting must’ve 
been right as even Bizet’s 
more memorable melodies 
could not obliterate Strauss’ 
indomitable score. 

There was surely some¬ 
thing poignant in having li¬ 
brettist Hugo von Hof¬ 
mannsthal’s masterpiece, with 
its dry-eyed embrace of life’s 
ephemeral pleasures, unfold 


for the geriatric (an oxygen 
pump in our row) San Diego 
audience. Of course, there is 
no opera in the repertory 
with a more blatant lesbian 
sensibility than this one: 
women humping in bed at 
curtain rise and developing 
on for the next four hours 
with sapphic triadic contor¬ 
tions not met with again out¬ 
side a WAC barracks. 

Gay men need not feel 
slighted either as Der 
Rosenkavalier is the operatic 
bathetic equivalent of ’30s 
weepies, with the Marschallin 
a virtual stand-in for the re¬ 
signed, long-suffering echt fe¬ 
male loser a la Stanwyck or 
Davis. Oh, but what bathos! 

San Diego may need to de¬ 
velop more adventurous stag¬ 
ings, but as a total Strauss ex¬ 
perience, I haven’t witnessed 
anything comparable since 
Washington, D.C.’s sublime: 
Salome in ’91. 

Workable Realization 

Carmen in LA packed less 
punch but was still an effec¬ 
tive success. Nuria Espert’s 
beautifully etched production 
accentuated authentic Span¬ 
ish touches, such as the for¬ 
mal dressing of the matadors 
in the last scene, with even 
one of the macho bullfighters 
getting sick with apprehen¬ 
sion in anticipation of encoun¬ 
tering el toro. 

Espert also shied away 
from presenting women as 
the usual, stale, hands-on-hips 
sluts. Her feminist interpreta¬ 
tion stressed congenial cama¬ 
raderie toward each other 
and pragmatic, guileful sur¬ 
vival tactics in relation to 
men. 

The exquisite costumes by 
Franca Squarciapino ( Cyra¬ 
no’s Oscar winner) and dap¬ 
pled, dramatic lighting by F. 
Mitchell Dana underscored 
the production’s debt and 
homage to Edouard Manet. 
Though the dark, scrimmed, 
snowy mountain pass gypsy 
camp of the third act echoed 
the Symbolism of Giovanni 
Segantini.

But 
I make overtures to every¬ 
body. My only goal as an 
artist is to take these very 
personal stories and make 
them universal,” said Luis Al¬ 
faro, the multilabeled gay 
Chicano Catholic Los Ange¬ 
les-based writer/dancer/actor, 
who is coming to The Lab for 
one night to present an an¬ 
thology of his work entitled 
Pico-Union. 

These “downtown stories” 
incorporate performance, po¬ 
etry, movement, film and 
sound montage to tell the sto¬ 
ry of a boy who grew up as a 
gay Chicano in the area of 
downtown LA known as 
Pico-Union — as rat- and drug- 
infested a neighborhood as an 
asphalt jungle can be. 

Alfaro has had limited ex¬ 
posure to San Francisco audi¬ 
ences. His play Bitter Homes 
and Gardens was presented 
at Footworks, and his Queer 
Rites, in which two gay men 
and two lesbians talk about 
creating a new language for 
gay people, was seen at 1800 
Square Feet. But he’s been 
very prolific, and the perfor¬ 
mance at The Lab will be a 
thorough overview of his 


works in a multiplicity of me¬ 
dia. 

“It’ll be a mixture of per¬ 
formance and reading,” Al¬ 
faro told the B.A.R., “each 
conveying its own ideas about 
what constitutes theatre and 
performance. I come more 
from an art-school bent than a 
theatre school — I’m not as lin¬ 
ear, and I explore sound and 
movement. 


“In the last three years, 
I’ve been doing memory 
plays, creating work about 
the characters in the Pico- 
Union and about growing up 
there. And it’s the fact that I 
get all this into one piece — 
being gay and Catholic and 
Chicano — that gets people in 
the gut.”

New Additions to 
Millie's Museum

L iving in Someone 
Else’s Paradise is Mil¬ 
lie Wilson’s splashiest 
installation so far in 
her ongoing project “The Mu¬ 
seum of Lesbian Dreams.” 
Her art functions subversive- 
ly, dealing in proliferation, 
reappropriation and sly innu¬ 
endo. 

Many postmodernists use 
these tactics to make art 
about art or to produce empty 
commodities of little critical 
value, but Wilson skillfully at¬ 
taches an outlaw tag that re¬ 
qualifies the highest and low¬ 
est forms of cultural produc¬ 
tion she can find, dream or re¬ 
make. She then reclaims and 
funnels these artifacts into a 
new museum, the subcultural 
space of the lesbian imagina¬ 
tion. 

Proliferation 

Wilson’s collection of tro¬ 
phies by now seems limitless. 
Each artifact adds to voices 
that we (the outsiders of histo¬ 
ry — the Other) are every¬ 
where. Deviant Cyborg, f., i n - 
spired by Donna Harraway’s 
“A Cyborg Manifesto: Sci¬ 
ence, Technology and Social¬ 
ist-Feminism in the Late 20th 
Century,” is a literal tool kit 
for fashioning the future fem¬ 
inist in the present day. This 
piece is a particularly shrewd 
send-up of the other state of 
the art, conceptual perpetual 
motion machines in her show. 

You see, there isn’t a cen¬ 
tral (i.e., exclusionary) posi¬ 


tion to speak from in this 
kind of museum, because it 
continuously subverts its own 
authority as a field of activity 
rather than a fixed place. Wil¬ 
son’s acquisitive practice 
keeps changing. This season 
“The Museum” features eso¬ 
teric high art for the lesbian 
stories it may address. 

The artist’s self-curation 
also includes theatrics of per¬ 
sonal conquests, like the bor¬ 
der skirmishes between pub¬ 
lic and private life. She artic¬ 
ulates the conditions of being 
a woman in the art world — 
while unruly dream genitalia 
float around in her work. The 
museum, therefore, also repo¬ 
sitions political" questions 
about visibility, pleasure and 
identity. __

In the current installation 
at New Langton Arts, “par¬ 
adise” most likely refers to 
the seeds of Modernism, the 
male muse as artiste. It’s 
someone else’s garden beg¬ 
ging for a good weeding and 
hothouse procedures for new 



growth. In a high and low fal- 
luting manner, Wilson tills 
the proto-Surrealism of Mar¬ 
cel Duchamp for the alluring 
vanity and macabre seduc¬ 
tions of dreamt gender ambi¬ 
guity there. 

Wilson reappropriating 
facets of Duchamp’s alter ego, 
Rrose Selavy, is an impossi¬ 
bly concocted but fruitful pro¬ 
gram. Imagine if Cindy Sher¬ 
man and Sheri Levine (appro- 
priationists par excellence) re¬ 
hashed a canonized drag 
queen’s sculptures with a wry 
complicitouscamp sensibility. 
Where their primary focus is 
that identity is a social con¬ 
struction, Wilson shows how

merely inverting male or fe¬ 
male codes is too simplistic, 
never enough. 

The Surrealists are the 
best prowl for ambiguous 
dream works because all their 
formulas are so askew. Wil¬ 
son’s highbrow, bad-girl 
twists of gender coding in 
these particular spinoffs cap¬ 
ture the chill of art market 
slickness, while exploring un¬ 
expected territory in a hall-of- 
mirrors of role reversals. Her 
sense of humor helps with the 
fact there are no straight an¬ 
swers to repositioning oneself 
in constantly shifting land¬ 
scapes of power. 

Cunning Linguist 

Tongue twisters and visual 
puns wrap around those who 
speak them in this show. One 
of the “Trophies,” a chrome 
sex shop bracelet, sports the 
inscription, “L.H.O.O.Q.,” a 
transliteration, which read 
aloud means “She has a hot 
ass” — connoting difference 
when spoken by Marcel or 
Millie or Rrose. 

Teacher, an oak chair, pre¬

will be sections of Alfaro’s 
piece Downtown.

pulp-styled neon sign also 
counterbalances power play 
lessons in Student in Lesbos. 

Merkins is the most stun¬ 
ning piece in the exhibition. 
These five shelved genitalia- 
inspired wigs are lined up 
and named, “Gladys, Kath¬ 
leen, Virginia, Ellen and Pa¬ 
tricia.” Wilson lets each over¬ 
sized fetish sing its own liq¬ 
uid, distinct refrain. These

used to invisibility,” he said.

A New Kind of Diva

A merican soprano 
Dawn Upshaw made 
her San Francisco 
Symphony debut last 
week in a carefully judged ap¬ 
pearance that confirmed ad¬ 
vance notice of her artistic 
taste, but only revealed a por¬ 
tion of her vocal ability. 

Universally praised since 
her New York recital debut 
in 1985, Upshaw’s career has 
moved sensibly through 
Mozart, lieder and 20th-centu¬ 
ry songs, heading, one sup¬ 
poses, in the direction of full- 
fledged operatic stardom. 

Adina in Donizetti’s 
L’Elisir d’Amore (her first 
Metropolitan part in 1988) is a 
far cry, however, from the 
sort of vehicle that moves the 
crowd in standing room to 
emotional outbursts, so it 
seems she will be charting a 
course through the lighter 
repertoire before tackling the 
big-time “diva ” roles. 

A winner at the 1984 
Young Concert Artists Inter¬ 
national Auditions, Ms. Up¬ 
shaw was subsequently cho¬ 
sen for the Metropolitan 
Opera’s Young Artist Devel¬ 
opment Program. A year lat¬ 
er she took first prize in the 
Walter Naumberg Vocal 
Competition; that led directly 
to her first recording — a 
charming recital with piano 
accompaniment that alerted 
star gazers to the presence of 
an exciting new artist. 


Exquisite Selection 

Her second album, for 
Nonesuch, including works 
by Barber, Harbison, Menotti 
and Stravinsky with the Or¬ 
chestra of Saint Luke’s con¬ 
ducted by David Zinman, 
gave a surprise boost to a 
fresh career when it became a 
best seller. The latest outing, 
The Girl With Orange Lips, 
shows Ms. Upshaw intends to 
honor her early commitment 
to contemporary music with 
an exquisite selection of 
rarely performed miniature 
masterworks. 

Perhaps, Dawn Upshaw 
will find her niche by contin¬ 
uing indefinitely with this pat¬ 
tern. It may be the first time 
an American singer has at¬ 
tained star status with such 
low-key material, but who is 
to say that can’t be a formula 
for a new kind of ’90s diva? 
After all, Elly Ameling built 
an international reputation 
with Schubert, Bach and 
Mozart, and there are many 
similarities between them. 
Both have perfect purity of 
tone and flawless pitch, free 
from any intrusive vibrato. 
Ameling’s voice is under¬ 
standably a bit shopworn af¬ 
ter some 30 years, but her 
artistry is born again on an¬ 
other continent. 

Last week’s program at 
Davies Hall included Samuel 
Barber’s sweetly evocative 
Knoxville: Summer of 1915, 
the high point of Upshaw’s 
first Nonesuch disc. It was a 


sensitive choice, beautifully 
performed. If there was a cer¬ 
tain straining at climaxes, that 
only lent a very human 
poignancy to James Agee’s de¬ 
ceptively simple words. The 
safety of a happy childhood 
memory, colored by the 
vague perception of a pro¬ 
found and unknowable uni¬ 
verse, is conveyed with heart¬ 
breaking subtlety in Barber’s 
orchestral writing, and the 


young vocalist managed the 
necessary balance of wonder 
and nostalgia. 

Magical Results 

Written for Eleanor Steber 
and also recorded memorably 
by Leontyne Price, Dawn Up¬ 
shaw captures most appropri¬ 
ately the spirit of the score. 
The symphony’s assistant con¬ 
ductor and Wattis Foundation 


director of the San Francisco 
Symphony Youth Orchestra, 
Alasdair Neale, supplied sym¬ 
pathetic orchestral support 
and the results were magical: 
a mood of serene reflection 
broken after a breathless mo¬ 
ment by a sincere ovation. 

The concert began with a 
good rendition of Mozart’s 
Symphony No. 29 and con¬ 
cluded with an underre¬ 
hearsed, but happy romp 
through Prokofiev’s joyous 
Classical Symphony (No. 1). 
The best part of the orches¬ 
tra’s evening came with a 
lovely Quiet City by Aaron 
Copland. It was a shining 
chance for Glen Fischtal on 
trumpet and Julie Ann Gia- 
cobassi on English horn. 
They rose to their tasks beau¬ 
tifully, and the piece served 
as a perfect foil for the Bar¬ 
ber. 

Ms. Upshaw returned after 
intermission, wearing the 
same intricately beaded royal 
blue gown, for a brief excur¬ 
sion into the perfumed rever¬ 
ie of the recently discovered 
Paul Dukas The Mermaid 
and the Fisherman. It is a tri¬ 
fle, with perfectly awful 
words, but the scoring and cu¬ 
riosity value make it worth 
hearing — sounding some¬ 
where between Debussy and 
Wagner. 

Typical of the quietly ad¬ 
venturous Dawn Upshaw, the 
esoteric Dukas work seemed 
notable, if less than earth- 
shaking. Will her career con¬ 
tinue in the same vein? Sort 
of diva “lite,” and admirable 
for that very lack of preten¬ 
sion. ▼

SF Ballet's Season Begins With a Gala 

Glitter in the Dark

I ’m not sure if there’s re¬ 
ally much to say about 
last Wednesday 

evening’s Opening Gala 
for the new season of the San 
Francisco Ballet. The danc¬ 
ing was quite divine. But, 
then, isn’t that what most at¬ 
tentive viewers have come to 
expect in the past several 
years? It’s tempting, in fact, to 
take the SFB miracle for 
granted. But that, given the 
ephemeral nature of balletic 
art, would be a terrible mis¬ 
take. 

Tuesday’s opening was 
also an episodic affair — most¬ 
ly pas de deux — that ran the 
gamut from hard-edged Bal- 
anchinian abstraction (the pas 
from Agon) to postmodern 
kids-at-play (Helgi Tomasson’s 
clever Meistens Mozart) to a 
triumphant snippet of 19th- 
century classicism (the Black 
Swan pas from Swan Lake). 
And the company’s dancers 
tackled each assignment with 
remarkable appetite — not to 
mention clarity, speed and a 
company-specific efferves¬ 
cence of spirit. 

It was a frothy, charming, 
even glamorous evening — ev¬ 
erything that a gala ought to 
be. It also seems worthy to 
note that San Francisco soci¬ 
ety seems to have finally dis¬ 
covered the Ballet. Younger, 
hipper, more imaginatively 
(and tastefully) dressed than 
the SF Opera opening crowd, 
the audience was a collective 
work of art in itself. Unfortu¬ 
nately, it is not within the 
scope of this column to com¬ 
ment (with any authority) on 
the range of couture repre¬ 
sented. But I can truthfully 
attest that amid lots of sexy, 
glittering ensembles in black, 
tributes to both Imelda Mar¬ 
cos and Ivana Trump were in 
attendance. 


Money and Fun 

What I like most about a 
gala is that it raises a consid¬ 
erable chunk of cash for the 
company (which currently, 
like many arts organizations 
in these perilous times, is fac¬ 
ing a sizable deficit). A gala 
also lets everyone have a fab¬ 
ulously good time (I’m all for 
regular doses of fun), and 
from an artistic standpoint, a 
gala defuses those terrible 
tensions and expectations that 
go with opening nights in the 
performing arts. Now that 
the party’s over, we’re ready 
for the real work, and plea¬ 
sure, of a new season of 
dance. 

There are, for the record, a 
few highlights from opening 
night that I feel compelled to 
report — a few noteworthy 
moments from the stage, that 
is. 

Tomasson’s Meistens 
Mozart was only seen twice 
last June during the Ballet’s 
contributions to the citywide 
Mozart festival. But Tomas¬ 
son’s quirky, wholly unex¬ 
pected piece (set to an assort¬ 
ment of prerecorded songs by 
Mozart and some of his pals 
and sung by the “Tolzer Kna- 
benchor,” a kids’ ensemble) 
is the most refreshing and 
contemporary piece of chore¬ 
ography that I’ve seen in the 
past 12 months. And I must 
confess to never having imag¬ 
ined Tomasson working in a 
postmodern vein. But that’s 
exactly what he has done. 
The results are charming, de¬ 
ceptively simple at first and, 
eventually, spatially and emo¬ 
tionally complex. Jennifer 
Karius, Shannon Lilly, Grace 
Maduell, Paul Gibson, Eric 
Hoisington and Christopher 
Stowell danced with a spe¬ 
cial, nervy zest. 

It was the first pas de 
deux, however (from Balan¬ 
chine’s Agon), that pushed 


audience members to the 
edge of their chairs, stifling 
any whispered chatter. This 
duet would, in any other con¬ 
text (or with any other chore¬ 
ographer), be considered a 
contortionist’s act. It’s all 
about spiky pointe work, 
back bends and a nearly im¬ 
possible interweaving of the 
arms, legs and bodies of the 
two dancers. Danced by the 
seriously stretched, Parisian- 
born Muriel Maffre, who was 
partnered competently (but 
not without moments of hesi¬ 
tation) by the Kirov-trained 
Yuri Zhukov, the duet pro¬ 
duced one of the evening’s 
great moments of serious art. 
It would be terrific to see 
SFB dance the entire ballet 
soon. 

A Romp and a Return 

The program also included 
two new (and short) contribu¬ 
tions by Tomasson. Two by 
Two, set to the ballet music 
from Rossini’s Otello, was a 
delightful romp, perhaps the 
perfect opera ballet that many 
of us have imagined: a dance 
with no great consequence, 
but without those annoying, 
planetary figures (the singers) 
and without any fussy, overar¬ 
ticulated stage decor. Chore¬ 
ographed for four dancers, a 
male soloist (Andre Reyes) 
and three ballerinas (Joanna 
Berman, Tiffany Heft and 
Dana Stackpole), the ballet 
formally announced Berman’s 
return to the company after a 
year-long injury. Her dancing 
was buoyant, but also, at 
times, noticeably cautious. 
Reyes, deservedly, is the audi¬ 
ence’s high-jumping, bravura 
favorite. 

Tomasson’s other dance, 
called Forevermore (a bad, 
Hallmark Card-like choice), 
was set to the Third Move¬ 
ment from Dvorak’s wildly 
passionate Symphony No. 7. 


It’s a swooning pas de trois 
(for Sabina Allemann, Ashley 
Wheater and Jais Zinoun), 
where the woman seems 
caught in an agony of choice 
between two men. It wasn’t 
my cup of tea, but Alleman’s 
dress (a jewel-encrusted, wine- 
colored taffeta gown, de¬ 
signed by Michael Casey) was 
simply the evening’s most 
ravishing piece of fabric, ei¬ 
ther onstage or off. 

The gala’s emotional cen¬ 
ter, at least according to the 
audience applause meter, was 
veteran ballerina Evelyn Cis¬ 
neros and her youthful con¬ 
sort Anthony Randazzo, danc¬ 
ing the Black Swan pas de 
deux from Swan Lake. I 
adore Cisneros for her 
strength, her attack and her 
dramatic flair, but I also, in¬ 
creasingly, find her interpreta¬ 
tions to be arch, calculated 
and technically uneven. And 
that paste-on, Pepsodent 
smile can really work the 
nerves. 

But Cisneros did, convinc¬ 
ingly, conjure the Black 


Swan’s evil magic, and when 
Randazzo, at the end, threw 
himself at her feet, we knew 
the spell was complete. It 
might be interesting to con¬ 
template at later, complete 
performances of the Swan: 
Why do we cherish this mo¬ 
ment of fraud and delusion? 
Have we, too, been seduced? 
Is there a beauty in evil tri¬ 
umphant? 

All star turns considered, 
what I truly liked best at this 
bubbly gala event was the 
closing finale from Balan¬ 
chine’s Theme and Varia¬ 
tions. Elizabeth Loscavio and 
Antonio Castilla danced a di¬ 
amond-sharp pas de deux, but 
it was seeing all those dancers 
— four soloists and 16 mem¬ 
bers of the corps — woven 
into the most extraordinary 
spatial patterns that made me 
want to cheer. There was 
something terribly exciting 
about watching all those 
dancers, all those individual 
lives, working together with 
such clarity, dancing with 
such purpose and pride. ▼ 
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Why Can't We Be Friends? 

Men and Friendship 

by Stuart Miller; Tarcher, $8.95

W hen straight Dr. 

Stuart Miller told 
several male ac¬ 
quaintances that 
he wanted to research and 
write a book about men’s 
friendships, their reaction 
was, “You mean about homo¬ 
sexuality? Pretty dangerous!” 
Startled but undaunted, 
Miller plunged ahead because 
he had no bona-fide male 
friend in his own life and sus¬ 
pected that most American 
and European men didn’t ei¬ 
ther. 

As the project evolved, 
three objectives appeared: 
find one male friend for him¬ 
self; discover how the other 
guys were coping, and record 
his personal and objective 
findings in both an academi¬ 
cally respectable and emotion¬ 
ally involving way. He 
achieved all three goals, but 
the results are as likely to off- 
put both the straight majority 
and the gay minority as they 
are to convince. 

Forty-ish and freshly di¬ 
vorced when he began, 
Miller’s background was an 
intriguing mix of humanities 


study (Cal Berkeley) and orga¬ 
nizational administration 
(Esalen). As Miller explored 
among his male acquain¬ 
tances, he hit limitations and 
frustrations. Some came 
from the personalities them¬ 
selves. For instance, from a 
prickly sculptor came such a 
spate of irascible actions that 
long-term friendship seemed 
impossible. 

But also, beyond the perva¬ 
sive fear of intimacy, there 
was a strong reluctance to, as 
Miller termed it, “go the lim¬ 
it.” His “friendship tests” 
could be truly daunting. For 
example, would you comply 
with a friend’s request to 
meet him at some isolated 
spot at midnight and help 
bury a body — no questions 
asked? Try that on your best 
buddy. 

Miller doesn’t seem to real¬ 
ize that the absolute commit¬ 
ment he demands can kill de¬ 
votion more easily than enliv¬ 
en it, mutuality notwithstand¬ 
ing. 

He finds, to his amaze¬ 
ment, that the first two men 
he accepts as true friends to 
each other are gay European 
artists, who have various 


lovers outside their own rela¬ 
tionship. It leaves him baf¬ 
fled and chagrined — no doubt 
because it is outside his het¬ 
erosexual purview. 

Finally, in Chapter 10 (of 
15), he deals with “The Fear 
of Homosexuality.” He sees 
that fear as an unfortunate ex¬ 
aggeration and regrets that 
male-male love cannot be ex¬ 
pressed as the “tender ener¬ 
gy” he believes it can be with¬ 
out either the actuality or the 
suspicion of homosexuality. 
At one point, with his irasci¬ 
ble sculptor, he feels that 
emotion, but finds it impossi¬ 
ble to express without seem¬ 
ing to be hitting on the guy. 
Now, Miller would test his 
prospective friend by de¬ 
manding that he mortgage his 
house to get him out of a fi¬ 
nancial hole — but sex? Per¬ 
ish the thought! 

The author does at last 
achieve the friendship he has 
yearned for, with Larry 
Alexander, who matures from 
impetuous student to finan¬ 
cial wizard. So it was not im¬ 
possible after all. ▼

think this particular chapter 
is a little campy and very ex¬ 
aggerated. Many people do 
not like the word “camp,” but 
I consider camp as art. My 
photographs are meant to be 
fun. The style is like the 
camp feel to a lot of ’20s 
silent movies. I explore surre¬ 
alism as well, so it’s a combi¬ 
nation. The kind of posing in 
After School we might not 
see in real life. Maybe we just 
dream of or fantasize a bunch 
of naked classmates together 
with ourselves. There’s a sex¬ 
ual tension there that I like. 

There is a sexual tension to 
almost all of the pho¬ 
tographs in Sons of the 
Moon, but you seem to 
stress closeness, bonding 
more than sex. 

I want to express myself 
about the closeness of male 
friendship. But it’s not my 
purpose to be sexually explic¬ 
it in this book. In China I 
grew up this way. Male 
friends are always close to¬ 
gether. We hold, put our arms 
around each other’s shoul¬ 
ders. We might even be 
naked together at the gym or 
on a camping trip, but there 
wouldn’t be anything directly 
sexual about it. It’s a feeling I 
put into the book, but in a 
more dramatic way. 

Is there something specific 
you are trying to say about 
Asian men in your pho¬ 
tographs? 

I’m trying to get people to 
think about gay Asian men in 
a different way. Usually the 
only nude photographs you 
see of gay Asians are in 
pornographic “pillow” maga¬ 
zines from Japan and Thai¬ 
land. It’s hard to find the kind 
of photographs I shoot pub¬ 
lished by the mainstream 
presses. I don’t know why 
more artists aren’t exploring 
this area — maybe it’s racism 
that Asians aren’t considered 
“attractive.” I want to explore 
the Asian male in a classical 
art photography style. 

Although your images are 
very homoerotic, at the 
same time they express as¬ 
pects of Chinese culture. 
There are “camp” elements 
as you mentioned, but the 
photos have a serious, al¬ 
most religious quality as 
well. Are you strongly reli¬ 
gious? 

As far as the Chinese reli¬ 
gion goes, I am not a religious 
person at all. But Buddhism 
for me, I recognize it as a phi¬ 
losophy and as a meditation 
process — that fascinates me. 
But the only god I consider is 
the creator of the universe, 
whoever that is. 

The setups in your shots 
seem very controlled. Do 
your models contribute to 
the look of a shot or do you 
plan everything? 

I prepared very carefully 
for each section of the book, 
and created the setting my¬ 
self. I used flowers, pots and 
different lighting setups. But

even though I planned, things 
sometimes happened accidental¬ 
ly within the setting and I 
would take the accidental 
shots as well. Or the models 
will suggest something and I 
don’t mind giving it a try. But 
generally I dominate the set 


and the shooting. 

You dedicate the book to 
your mother, and you were 
clearly close to her. How 
aware of your lifestyle was 
she? 

I never discussed it with 
my mother, and the truth is, 
what she wanted from me is 
to get married, have a wife 
and children. She was unhap¬ 
py in her life because she was 
divorced from my father. I 
lived with her for 32 years un¬ 
til I came to the United 
States. I tried for nine years 
to get a green card for her. Un¬ 
fortunately, she died in an ac¬ 
cident with a gas stove that 
malfunctioned. It was tragic 
about my mother’s death. I re¬ 
gret that I am not able to see 
her again and also unable to 
discuss a lot of things with 
her. I also regret that I never 
told her I was gay. 

If your mother still was 
alive, would you be able to tell 
her what kind of person you 
are? 

Yes. Around the time she 
died (1990), I was finally ready 
to tell her. Her death affected 
my personal and political out¬ 
look, and I realize how impor¬ 
tant it was to let her know, 
but now, of course, I can’t. ▼

Why, if guilt were a person, it 
would be about as welcome 
in general society as Kitty 
Kelley at the Reagan Ranch. 

It has, however, fallen to 
me, as these things tend to 
do, to point out that there 
are entirely too many of you 
doing entirely too many 
things that should make you 
feel guilty, but which evident¬ 
ly do not provoke so much as 
a twinge. Fortunately, winter 
is here, and we’re all going to 
have a lot of time on our 
hands while we sit around 
waiting for the furnace man 
to come. 

This year, rather than daw¬ 
dle those precious hours away 
deciding whether we dare 
take five minutes to run 
down to the store for a Diet 
Coke, let’s bend our minds in¬ 
stead to the task of genuine 
self-improvement. And don’t 
forget that the coming of win¬ 
ter means but one thing; your 
New Year’s resolutions are 
going to be due on my desk a 
lot sooner than you think. 

What I propose is that 
each of you select two items 
from the following list (no 
more and no less; I don’t 
want any shirkers, but I sure

knowing why not.) 

— You are in a relationship, 
which you are no doubt refer¬ 
ring to as “significant,” and 
the pronoun “we” has entirely 
replaced the pronoun “I” in 
your vocabulary. 

— You are a person with 
small children and you have 
bade them sit near me during 
a poetry reading, a harpsi¬ 
chord concert or, indeed, any 
public event at which Big 
Bird and the Mutant Ninja 
Turtles are not likely to be on 
the program. 

All right, I’m going to stop 
now, because I don’t want 
you to think I can’t hear you 
sighing. They scoffed at 
Copernicus, too, and look 
where he is today. But per¬ 
haps you’re right, perhaps I 
should lie down for a few 
minutes. 

I am feeling a little cranky 
this morning. I think it’s all 
the MSG they put in these 
Pop Tarts. My ears ring and I 
get such dreadful headaches. 
It’s really a terrible disability, 
more of a syndrome, actually.

The event, which is 
being set up as a fundraiser, 
will help cover the costs of 
creating a broadcast-quality 
$100,000 project, which is al¬ 
ready being looked at by the 
FOX TV Network as a poten¬ 
tial special with the possibili¬ 
ty of being picked up as a se¬ 
ries. 

“We really need financial 
support from the gay and les¬ 
bian community,” says pro¬ 
ducer Shan Carr. “Surprising¬ 
ly, so far, most of our support 
has been from straight com¬ 
panies and individuals with 
the notable exception of The 
Leather Journal. It’s impor¬ 
tant for us to have backing 
from organizations within our 
community so that we can 
avoid financial manipulations 
from right-wing corporations. 
Any donations of time, mon¬ 
ey or equipment would be 
greatly appreciated.” 

One of the greatest assets 
of this production is a multi¬ 
talented cast of local lesbian 
and gay performers, including 
stand-up comics Marilyn 
Pittman, Mark Davis, Shan 
Carr and Scott Capurro, as 
well as Global Riot’s Kelly 
Kittell, Richie Crippen and 
Pam Forrest. Also featured 
are actors Kaylynn Raschke 
and — myself — Justin Bond. 
Although the producers want 
to promote an image that 
“isn’t frightening, and is pos¬ 
itive,” I personally hope to 
scare the hell out of some ho¬ 
mophobes while giving them 
more glamour than they 
could possibly deal with. Rise 
up, sisters! We’re out for 
laughs!

“This was our first year in 
the Berkeley league,” noted 
Trojan Head Coach Gary 
Thompson.

Coach Thompson was also 
pleased with the excellent ef¬ 
forts of new players David 
Allman and Ken Jung in the 
Trojans’ final game. “We’ve 
had some new players come 


out and add to our team’s lev¬ 
el of play, which I think will 
provide us with a bright fu¬ 
ture next season.” 

The immediate future for 
the Trojans involves a re¬ 
match with arch-rival LA Mo¬ 
tion, who finished second to 
the Trojans at the 1990 Gay 
Games. Thompson is schedul¬ 
ing a game against the South¬ 
ern California team during a 
proposed San Francisco Gay 
Sports Festival, slated for the 
Memorial Day weekend. 

“Regardless of whether or 
not the festival comes off, we 
will be playing LA Motion 
that weekend,” Thompson 
confirmed. 

He acknowledged that the 


past season was successful for 
the Trojans not only due to 
the efforts of the players but 
also because of the support 
-and sponsorship from Chris 
Hildreth, the SF Eagle and 
Uncle Bert’s Place. 

The San Francisco Trojans 
encourage all interested indi¬ 
viduals to find out more 
about the team, which is open 
to all levels of ability. 

Practice is scheduled to re¬ 
sume in late March when the 
Trojans begin preparing for 
their game against LA Mo¬ 
tion.

Apex Awards Honor 
Community's Finest

The Fourth Annual Apex 
Awards, held Feb. 8 at the 
California Club, made room 
for both the bodybuilders 
and the community builders. 
Joining today’s quickest and 
strongest athletic hotshots re¬ 
ceiving Apex Awards for Ex¬ 
cellence were the not-as-quick- 
as-they-used-to-be Hall of 
Fame members (listed in last 
week’s B.A.R.) being hon¬ 
ored for their pioneering ef¬ 
forts in building San Francis¬ 
co’s gay and lesbian sporting 
community. 

At times, the evening was 
a stroll, or perhaps a jog, 
down memory lane — or 
memory alley, if bowling is 
your sport. And there was 
laughter mixed with tears as 
inductees recalled friends, 
teammates and soulmates 
who had left their marks on 
the gay and lesbian sporting 
community. 

A reminder of victories 
off the field came when Hall 
of Famer George Zepp, Gay 
Games worker and former 
CSL commissioner, made 
note of his own personal mile¬ 
stone of 10 years living with 
HIV. He also paid tribute to 
teammates and friends, past 
and present, in recognition of 
their places in the history of 
gay and lesbian sports. 

Sen. Milton Marks was on 
hand to present the Tom 
Waddell Memorial Award. 
Each year, the Waddell 
award honors the individual 
who is most representative of 
the ideals of Waddell, the 
founder of the Gay Games. 
Dave Studach, an active 
FrontRunner and founder of 
Bay Area Distance Runners, 
was elected the Tom Waddell 
recipient by ballot at the 
awards ceremony. For Stu¬ 
dach, “good things come in 
threes” as he collected Apex 
Awards two and three for Ex¬ 
cellence in the Marathon and 
Running. In addition to Stu¬ 
dach, this year’s nominees for 
the Waddell award were Les 
Balmain and Rick Windes. 

Unselfish Rikki 

For unselfishly supporting 
the gay and lesbian sports 
community, Rikki Streicher 
received the “Good Sport” 
Award for her longtime spon¬ 
sorship and enthusiasm for 
lesbian sports as owner of 
Maud’s and Amelia’s. In re¬ 
sponse to one of the warmest 
receptions of the evening, 
Streicher told the audience 
that she got involved with the 
sports community “because of 
an argument.” She said that 
when she heard two women 


complaining (that there 
wasn’t any sports communi¬ 
ty), she suggested, “Well, if 
you don’t like it, do some¬ 
thing about it.” 

The next thing Streicher 
knew, she was involved, too. 
The crowd’s standing ovation 
was evidence that Streicher 
has done plenty to make the 
sports world a better place 
for the women of the Bay 
Area. 

SF BEAR (Bowlers Emer¬ 
gency Aid Relief) won the 
Golden Eagle “True Spirit” 
Award for its contribution to 
the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty-at-large. The Apex Board 
of Governors surprised their 
own executive director, Tom 
Vindeed, by electing him into 
the Hall of Fame behind his 
back. Vindeed is a longtime 
GSL guru and the Apex 
Awards head honcho. 

Not only did the evening 
span generations, the contin¬ 
gent from San Jose bridged a 
geographic gap for the first 
time in Apex history. San 
Jose athletes were included in 
the bowling category and ex¬ 
pressed their wish for contin¬ 
ued efforts to network be¬ 
tween cities. 

For entertainment, the 
bodybuilders of BICEPS 
bulged and boogied as Vicki 
Shepard flexed her voice to 
“Bring on the Boys.” Karen 
Ripley and Tom Ammiano 
provided humor for the 
evening, which opened with 
the harmonies of Menage and 
ended with a set by singer 
Juli Christi, well worth the 
wait.

Awakenings. (One really does 
wonder, how physical or spe¬ 
cific Stone will get lest he of¬ 
fend mall audiences. Penny 
Marshall, who eradicated 
Sacks’ reputed homosexuality 
in her version of the good doc¬ 
tor’s book, was, ironically, 
originally pencilled in as direc¬ 
tor for The Mayor.) One in¬ 
dustry insider told the B.A.R. 
this week that Williams is 
“concerned” about community 
reaction to his involvement 
and “has adopted a wait-and- 
see attitude” toward the pro¬ 
ject. 

Then there’s the scream of 
Steve Martin as Dan White 
(“just a wild and crazy guy”).

the film. 

The highly publicized reac¬ 
tions of gay activists to The 
Silence of the Lambs and Ba¬ 
sic Instinct have raised the 
stakes in Hollywood, which is 
listening to us despite the fact 
that Lambs did a ton of busi¬ 
ness even as we protested 
(many in the industry predict 
big success for Instinct as 
well). In this new era of height¬ 
ened awareness of our con¬ 
cerns, it is important that we 
advocate but not alienate. As 
Jennings of Hollywood 
Supports says, “It would 
be very tragic if this film 
didn’t get made because of 
horizontal hostility from with¬ 
in our community. It may not 
be perfect and it may not be 
the kind of film that our com¬ 
munity itself might do if it had 
the chance, but at the moment 
the Stone version of Milk 
would be one gay hero among 
zero now on Hollywood 
screens. It’s fine for people to 
send letters and raise their 
concerns. We are entitled to 
do that. But when people start 
mobilizing without the facts 
and without even having read 
the script, that does concern 
me.” ▼

Musically matters were un¬ 
der par with Randall Bahr’s 
stolid conducting of the bad, 
old Ernest Guiraud through- 
composed recitative version. 
One would’ve thought this 
endeavor was discredited 
enough by now as compared to 
the snap and energy of Bizet’s 
opera comique original. 

Tou te LA turned out lor 
Placido Domingo’s still elec¬ 
trifying Don Jose. Though 
truth to tell the world’s sec¬ 
ond most famous opera star is 
getting rather long in tooth 
and full in form to keep this 
under that expanding notches 
belt for much longer. I hadn’t 
heard Denyce Graves’ gypsy 
rouser here during the SFO 
season (but Kathleen 
Kuhlmann’s interpretation 
was a smash). Graves, in any 
case, was fine, if not the Car¬ 
men of one’s dreams. Michael 
Devlin has the physique du 
role of an Escamillo but not 
the voice — early retirement is 
in order. Angelique Burzyns- 
ki’s Micaela was adequate but 
all the compramarios — with 
the solid exception of Richard 
Bernstein’s Morales — were 
not even that. 

A workable realization in 
spite of a number of draw¬ 
backs was the upshot. But 
the SFO Jean-Pierre Ponnelle 
Carmen of late, in something 
like its third revival, beyond 
its misogyny and misan¬
